If  the  Council  continue  Jto  insist 
on  the  paving  of  the  east  sidewalk  of  North  Illinois  street,  a  large  portion -of 
which  is  but  little  used,  being  only  common  or  in  pasture,  the  undersigned 
would  only  make  the  certainly  very  reasonable  request  that  he  be  permitted 
to  pave  his  own  walk,  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Engineer.  If  you 
grant  this  prayer,  the  work  and  material  will  be  of  &  better  quality  than  can 
be  had  of  a  regular  contractor,  and  a  portion  of  the  expenditure  already  put 
upon  it  in  the  grading,  may  be  saved  to  the  undersigned.

The  City  Commissioners  made  the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  May  14,  1870. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  oj  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen  : — The  City  Commissioners,  having  fully  considered  the  petition 
of  C.  F.  Darnell  and  others,  asking  the  opening  of  Fifth  street  east,  through  lot 
12,  in  St.  Clair's  Addition,  report  that  it  is  impossible  to  make  a  satisfactory 
assessment  of  damages  in  the  case. 

We  have  hitherto  acted  on  the  rule  that  property  on  or  near  a  new  street, 
should  be  benefitted  in  an  amount  equal  in  value  to  the  ground  taken  before 
opening  the  street,  but  even  if  the  benefits  equalled  the  damages  in  this  case, 
it  13  impossible  to  tax  those  benefits  to  the  proper  parties.  If  the  street  was 
to  be  extended  more  than  one  square  the  difficulty  would  be  lessened,  but  at 
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present  it  is  insupeiable.  The  proposed  street  will  so  divide  Mr.  Henderson's 
lot,  that  a  narrow,  wedge  shaped  strip  is  left  on  each  side.  These,  separately 
considered,  have  too  little  value  to  bear  a  fair  share  of  the  benefits,  nor  can 
Mr.  Barbour's,  nor  Mr.  Condit's  property,  north  and  south  of  the  streeet,  be 
fully  taxed  while  they  are  cut  off  from  it  by  these  strips.  If  they  were 
owned  by  Messrs.  Barbour  and  Condit,  it  would  be  easy  to  assess  them  for 
new  frontage,  but  this  cannot  be  done  under  existing  conditions,  and  we  do 
not  feel  justified  in  putting  the  burden  on  the  city,  or  on  distant  lots. 

Other  reasons  exist  for  our  action  beside  the  difficulty  in  making  an  assess- 
ment, and  we  may  give  them  here  for  it,  disclaiming  all  intention  of  giving 
uncalled  for  advice. 

The  city  boundaries  have  recently  been  extended  north  and  east,  and 
probably  more  territory  will  soon  be  added  in  th^se  quarters.  The  streets 
and  alleys  of  the  annexed  region  will  naturally  call  for  careful  consideration, 
for  on  their  uniformity  in  width  and  length  will  greatly  depend  the  health, 
wealth  and  accessibility  of  the  sections  they  traverse.  We  think  the  city, 
through  the  Council,  should  control  the  location  of  these  streets  and  alleys. 
This  power  is  exercised  elsewhere,  and  as  a  consequence  the  newer  portions 
of  other  cities  contain  long,  straight,  wide  streets,  forming  the  most  beautiful, 
valuable  and  healthy  sections  of  those  cities  ;  but  here  the  case  is  reversed, 
the  original  plat  only  is  on  a  great  scale,  while  most  of  the  additions  have 
narrow,  short,  mean  streets,  making  them  the  most  unsightly  portions  of  our 
map. 

It  is  often  supposed  that  because  streets  are  donated  the  city  has  nothing 
to  do  with  their  location  ;  but  the  idea  is  incorrect,  for  the  city,  like  other 
donees,  may  decline  any  gift  not  made  in  a  shape  available  for  public  use, 
especially  if  a  prescribed  plan  exists  known  to  the  donor.  Unless  the  right 
of  refusal  existed,  private  parties  would  have  the  sole  right  to  primarily  de- 
termine the  position,  length,  width  and  number  of  the  public  highways,  and 
could,  by  bad  management  or  design,  so  cramp  trade  and  traffic  that  the 
streets  would  finally  be  given  to  the  donors,  and  new  ones  bought  and  im- 
proved at  great  expense. 

The  160  acres  between  Drake's  Addition  and  the  Ft.  Wayne  road,  and  the 
Donation  line  and  Tinker  street — most  of  which  has  been,  or  will  soon  be 
annexed — contains  a  number  of  large  tracts,  some  isolated  additions,  and  but 
few  highways.  That  it  will  soon  be  densely  settled,  and  require  many  streets— 
either  on  a  general  plan,  or  as  many  as  there  are  subdivisions — is  evident. 
If  property  owners  have  the  sole  right  to  locate  these,  each  will  subdivide  to 
make  every  foot  available,  stinting  the  streets,  and  placing  them  to  his  own 
advantage.  A  score  of  discordant  systems  will  be  the  result,  and  though  lots 
at  first  may  sell  for  more  money,  they  will  ultimately  depreciate  in  value,  and 
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the  region  finally  become  a  labyrinth  of  mean,  dirty,  short  streets  and  alleys, 
filled  with  the  filthy  and  vicious  population  of  a  large  city.  This  result  seems 
inevitable  in  every  district  in  every  city  where  short,  narrow  streets  are  per- 
mitted to  exist.  It  may  be  prevented  by  adopting  a  general  system  or  plan, 
requiring  all  additions  to  conform  to  it,  and  refusing  to  accept  any  streets 
or  alleys  not  certified  by  the  City  Engineer  as  laid  out  and  donated  in  accord- 
ance with  it.  Such  a  plan,  strictly  enforced,  would  obviate  the  necessity  for 
future  vacations,  or  the  expense  of  opening  new  streets. 

There  are  no  east  and  west  streets  of  any  great  length  in  this  quarter  sec- 
tion. The  petition  in  this  case  asks  the  opening  of  Fifth  street  through  only 
one  square,  and  the  expense  will  exceed  $3,000.  If  it  is  to  be  thus  opened, 
a  square  at  a  time,  to  the  Fort  Wayne  road,  and  the  five  or  six  other  streets 
are  also  to  be  opened  to  the  same  road  in  like  manner,  the  final  cost  will  be 
great,  and  the  repeated  taxation  very  annoying.  But  are  such  purchases 
necessary  ?  Should  the  city  or  citizens  go  largely  into  the  real  estate  business 
to  secure  public  highways  ?  Streets  have  been  donated  everywhere  else,  and 
there  is  no  peculiar  reason  for  buying  them  here;  but  if  they  must  be  bought, 
adopt  a  general  system,  and  the  cost  of  opening  them  may  then  be  confined 
to  the  region  itself,  and  outside  parties  will  not  be  taxed  to  assist  those  who 
will  not  donote  the  streets. 

Street  systems  similar  to  that  in  the  old  city  exist  in  Drake's  and  Butler's 
Additions,  and  either  of  them  might  be  extended  over  the  quarter  section. 
Unfortunately  they  do  not  agree  in  position.  Drake's  first  street  running 
along  the  Donation  line,  and  Butler's  a  half  square  north  of  it,  but  as  the  last 
system  ends  on  the  Fert  Wayne  road,  it  may  be  best  to  extend  the  Drake 
system  to  that  line,  vacating  the  streets  and  alleys  now  existing  which  do  not 
substantially  agree  with  it. 

Uniformity  in  all  subdivisions  in  and  near  the  city  might  be  secured  by  the 
City  Council  and  the  County  Commissioners  mutually  adopting  the  same  plan, 
and  requiring  its  features  to  be  followed  before  either  body  accepted  subdi- 
visions made  in  their  respective  jurisdictions;  then  as  the  city  was  hereafter 
extended  the  annexed  regions  would  be  uniform  with  the  older  city,  and  no 
expense  will  occur  for  changes. 

With  these  views  as  to  the  necessity  for  a  general  system,  and  the  bad 

policy  of  opening  the  streets  a  square  at  a  time,  and  from  the  difficulty 

attending  the  making  of  an  assessment  in  this  case,  we  report  against  the 

prayer  of  the  petition,  and  herewith  return  their  petition.

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  City  Commissioners,  after  consideration  of  the 
petition  of  J.  W.  Davis  and  others,  asking  the  opening  of  Georgia  street  to 
the  width  of  sixty  feet,  including  the  present  east  and  west  alley,  between 
Pennsylvania  and  Delaware  streets,  in  square  98,  submits  the  following 
report : 

We  have  personally  visited  the  premises,  have  examined  the  records  and 
original  plats,  and  have  taken  the  testimony  of  persons  residing  or  doing 
business  in  the  vicinity  of  the  square,  and  from  such  examinations,  have  ar- 
rived at  the  following  conclusions  : 

There  being  no  communication  between  Pennsylvania  and  Delaware  streets, 
except  by  two  narrow  alleys,  in  a  space  of  1,400  feet,  from  Maryland  to  South 
streets,  there  is  a  pressing  necessity  for  the  new  street. 

The  original  plat  of  the  west  half  of  square  98,  shows  eight  alleys  running 
from  Pennsylvania  to  Eailroad  street.  One  of  these,  sixteen  feet  wide,  divided 
squares  77  and  98 ;  one  twenty  feet  wide  was  located  near  the  south  end  of 
the  square,  and  six  others,  each  twelve  feet  in  width,  passed  at  intervals  in 
the  space  between  the  two  above  mentioned.  There  was  also  a  strip  eighteen 
feet  wide,  extending  the  whole  length  of  the  square  north  and  south,  along 
the  east  ends  of  the  lots,  and  between  them  and  Eailroad  street.  This  strip 
was  always  to  be  left  open  as  a  common  passway  for  the  lot-owners. 

It  will  thus  be  seen,  that  instead  of  a  single  street,  eight  alleys,  with  an 
aggregate  width  of  108  feet,  were  provided  for  the  traffic  across  the  square. 
All  these  alleys,  however,  except  the  one  between  squares  77  and  98,  have 
been  subsequently  vacated  for  the  benefit  of  the  lot-owners,  who  have  also- 
enclosed  the  eighteen  foot  strip  along  the  east  end  of  the  lots,  thus  practi- 
eally  narrowing  Eailroad  street  to  that  extent.     Of  the  seven  alleys  vacated, 

B.  Eoot  has  obtained  one  twenty  feet  wide ;  the  Gas  Company  have  taken 
three,  amounting  to  thirty- six  feet;  and  Sinker  &  Co.  have  also  got  three, 
amounting  to  thirty-six  feet.  The  ground  now  is  said  to  be  worth  from  $80 
to  $100  per  foot,  but  the  City  gave  it  to  these  parties  without  any  considera- 
tion. The  closing  of  these  alleys  largely  adds  to  the  present  necessity  for  the 
new  street. 

The  east  end  of  square  98  has  never  been  fully  sub-divided.    It  has  an 
jalley  twelve  feet  wide  at  the  north  end,  and  a  twenty  foot  alley  near  the 
outh  end,  connecting  Delaware  and  Eailroad  streets. 

The  benefits  resulting  to  lot-owners  in  that  square  and  the  adjacent  terri-

tory,  from  the  opening  of  said  street,  will  equal  the  damages  to  be  paid  for 
the  ground  taken,  and  the  lot-owners  in  squares  77  and  98,  especially  those 
fronting  on  the  new  street,  and  those  profiting  by  the  former  vacations, .will 
be  benefitted  to  the  greatest  degree,  the  estimate  varying,  according  to  the 
witnesses,  from  thirty  to  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  whole  amount  of  damages. 

Lot-owners  on  Pennsylvania,  Meridian  and  Illinois  streets,  and  the  Cincin- 
nati and  Central  Railroad  Companies,  will  be  benefitted  in  the  next  greatest 
amount,  and  those  on  Louisiana,  Georgia,  Tennessee  and  Mississippi  streets, 
to  a  smaller  extent. 

According  to  the  evidence,  the  direct  benefits  may  be  extended  to  a  greater 
or  less  degree,  from  Virginia  avenue  and  Alabama  street  to  Kentucky  ave- 
nue, and  from  Maryland  street  to  South  street,  and  to  Louisiana  street  west 
of  the  Union  Depot. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  opening  of  Georgia  street  to  the  width  of 
sixty  feet,  including  the  present  east  and  west  alleys,  in  square  98,  as  desired 
by  the  petitioners,  by  taking  the  ground  hereinafter  described  for  the  public 
use  and  herewith  return  a  detailed  estimate  of  the  damages  for  the  ground 
so  taken,  together  with  such  an  assessment  of  the  benefits  to  property  owners 
in  that  and  adjacent  squares,  as  seems  to  us  most  equitable.  It  is  difficult  to 
harmonize  interests  so  conflicting,  but  we  have  graded  the  following  assess- 
ment as  evenly  as  possible  on  the  property,  after  a  complete  examination  of 
the  facts  in  the  case.  The  description  of  the  ground  to  be  taken  for  the 
street,  its  value,  the  names  of  the  owners,  the  description  of  the  property 
benefitted,  the  amounts  of  the  several  benefits,  and  the  parties  owning  the 
assessed  lots,  are  set  out  in  detail,  in  the  following  schedule:

Upon  opening  the  new  street  or  alley,  the  fifteen  foot  alley  between  lots 
2G  and  27,  just  east  of  it,  should  be  vacated.  We  have  so  considered  it  in 
the  statement  of  the  case,  and  assessed  its  value  to  adjoining  lot  holders  ;  we, 
therefore,  recommend  its  vacation  as  a  part  of  the  adjustment  of  the  whole 
case. 

The  Board  would  also  take  this  occasion  to  say,  that  many  of  the  streets  and 
alleys  in  this  section  of  the  city,  are  insufficient  in  length  and  width.  The 
alley  we  have  just  been  considering,  as  well  as  Cad y  alley,  each  only  thirty 
feet  wide,  should  be  increased  to  sixty  feet  in  width,  through  from  Washing- 
ton to  Harrison  street.

Genetlmen: — The  petition  of  J.  S.  Wood  and  others,  asking  that  Blake 
street  be  widened  to  sixty  feet  in  Athon  and  Elliott's  subdivision,  of  out  lot 
158,  having  been  referred  to  us,  we  have  examined  the  premises,  and  heard 
testimony  in  the  case,  and  submit  the  following  report : 

•  1.  A  strip  ten  feet  wide  off  the  east  ends  of  lots  3  to  17  inclusive,  in  Athon 
and  Elliott's  subdivision  of  out  lot  158,  should  be  condemned  for  public  use, 
thus  widening  the  street  to  sixty  feet,  as  desired  by  the  petitioners. 

2.  The  benefits  to  the  lot  owners,  from  widening  of  the  street,  will  equal 
their  damages  for  the  ground  taken. 

3.  The  street  has  lately  been  improved  at  the  expense  of  the  lot  owners, 
and  if  their  ground  is  taken  it  seems  only  just  that  the  city  should  make  the 
new  sidewalk  required  by  the  widening  of  the  street. 

We,  therfore,  recommend  that  on  the  opening  of  the  street,  the  Street 
Commissioner  be  ordered  to  grade  and  gravel  said  sidewalk,  and  fix  the  street, 
under  the  direction  of  the  City  Engineer,  at  the  public  expense. 

We  make  this  recommendation  as  part  of  the  adjustment  of  the  whole  case 
and  only  because  of  its  peculiarity. 

4.  Henry  Harris  owns  lots  14  and  15,  on  each  of  which  stands  small  frame 
shanties  of  little  value.  The  one  on  lot  14  will  be  ten  or  twelve  inches  in  the 
street  after  it  is  widened.  We  recommend  that  it  be  left  thus,  at  least  for 
the  present,  so  that  he  may  be  at  no  expense  for  moving  it.  The  other,  on 
lot  15,  will  be  four  or  five  feet  in  the  street,  and  must  be  moved  or  torn  down. 
Though  of  little  value,  it  might  be  well  for  the  city  to  pay  him  $15  from  the 
general  fund,  to  move  or  demolish  it.

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In  closing  this  report,  we  may  be  permitted  to  express  the  opinion  that  40 
feet  is  too  narrow  for  any  street,  and  that  Winston  street  should  be  widened 
to  60  feet  through  its  whole  length,  either  by  taking  10  feet  from  the  lots  on 
each  side,  or  20  feet  from  the  lots  on  the  west  side  only.  It  should  also  be 
extended  north  to  Bellefontaine  street,  in  Butler's  addition,  and  south  on 
Cady  street  to  Harrison  street,  along  the  north  end  of  Fletcher's  addition. 
If  opened  thus,  it  would  form  a  fine,  straight  avenue,  60  feet  wide,  a  mile  and 
three-quarters  long,  and  bearing  one  name.  If  opened  through  its  whole 
length  at  the  same  time,  the  benefits  would  almost  equal  the  damages,  and 
there  would  be  but  little  expense  to  outsiders.  We  offer  these  suggestions 
with  the  hope  that  they  will  be  favorably  considered  by  the  Council,  and  by 
the  propety  holders  along  the  street,  and  that  the  improvement  thus  pointed 
out  may  soon  be  made.

Gentlemen: — The  memorial  of  the  undersigned  respectfully  showeth  that 
he  is  the  owner  of  lots  47,  48  and  49,  in  out-lot  No.  45,  in  said  city  of  Indi- 
anapolis, and  has  been  such  owner  for  more  than years;  that  he  is  the 

only  person  whose  property  is  to  be  taken  and  appropriated  by  the  proposed 
extension  of  Winston  street  from  its  northern  terminus  to  St.  Clair  street,  in 
accordance  with  the  prayer  of  the  petition  of  Charles  Sauer  and  twenty-five 
others,  residents  between  North  and  St.  Clair  streets,  which  said  petition  is 
now  pending  in  your  Council,  and  favorably  reported  upon,  or  about  so  to  be 
by  the  Commissioners  to  whom  the  same  has  been  referred  ;  that  his  said  lots 
now  front  on  St.  Clair  street  on  the  north,  running  back  to  an  alley,  and  are 
in  all  respects  as  convenient  and  accessible  as  possible,  so  much  so  that  the 
proposed  extension  of  said  street  will  not  add  one  cent  to  the  value  of  the  res. 
idue  of  the  ground  remaining  after  the  appropriation  to  the  extension  of  said 
street. 

That  the  said  proposed  extension  involves  the  absolute  loss  in  value  of  all 
of  lot  No.  47,  in  this,  that  said  extension  requires  only  40  feet  of  said  lot 
leaving  a  small  portion  of  said  lot  of  about  12  feet  (absolutely  worthless  and 
suitable  for  nothing,)  between  said  street  extension  and  an  alley  now  on  the 
ea3t  of  said  lot  No.  47.  That  the  opening  of  said  street  will  necessarily  in- 
volve an  expense  in  its  grading  and  graveling  almost,  if  not  quite,  equal  to 
the  value  of  the  lot,  and  at  the  same  time  not  add  (as  before  stated)  one  cen.t 
to  the  value  of  the  other  lots,  48  and  49.

The  undersigned,  Trustees,  have  the  honor  further  to  report,  that  during 
the  school  year,  or  ten  months  time,  ending  June,  1868,  there  were  4,949 
children  in  the  public  schools,  taught  by  sixty-two  teachers,  at  an  aggregate 
expense  of  $34,007  80.  That  during  the  year  ending  June,  1869,  there  were 
5,160  children,  taught  by  seventy-eight  teachers,  at  an  expense  of  $44,470  07. 
That  during  the  year  just  closed,  there  were  6,000  children  in  your  public 
schools,  taught  by  ninety-two  teachers,  at  an  aggregarte  expense,  as  given

This  sum  must  be  raised  by  special  taxation  in  the  city  to  carry  on  the 
schools  for  the  coming  year,  as  they  have  been  conducted,  and  to  meet  the 
demands  caused  by  the  extension  of  the  city.  Last  year  we  made  no  addi- 
tion to  the  taxation  on  account  of  the  colored  children,  included  in  the  above 
estimate. 

The  power  to  levy  a  special  tax  rests  solely  with  the  Council.  We  assure  your 
Honors,  that  we  wish  to  organize  and  carry  on  the  schools  in  accordance  with 
your  wishes,  and  the  means  placed  in  our  hands.  As  the  law  prohibits  the 
Trustees  from  contracting  any  debts  for  tuition  purposes,  should  you  see 
proper  to  furnish  us  with  less  means  than  we  believe  necessary  for  the  schools  as 
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now  organized,  we  shall  arrange  the  schools  to  suit  your  views,  either  by  re- 
duciug  the  length  of  the  term,  or  excluding  a  large  number  of  Children  who 
will  apply  for  admission  to  the  schools.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Bridges  submit  the  following  report: 

1.  II.  C.  Brundage,  of  Buffalo,  New  York,  declines  the  contract  for  the 
placing  of  the  iron  bridge,  over  the  Canal  on  First  street.  We  would,  there- 
fore, reccommend  that  the  City  Clerk  be  instructed  to  readvertise  for  the 
construction  of  a  wrought  iron  bridge,  to  be  placed  over  the  Canal  at  that 
locality. 

2.  We  have  examined  the  bridge  over  the  lower  arm  of  the  Canal  on 
Washington  street,  and  find  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  said  bridge  down  and 
reconstruct  the  same,  by  placing  stone  abutments  on  either  side  of  the  Canal, 
on  which  to  place  the  roadway.  We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the 
Clerk  be  authorized  to  advertise  for  said  work.

This  bridge  was  originally  built 
too  short  by  almost  ten  feet,  and  now  prevents  the  Water  Works  Company 
from  effectively  accomplishing  their  designs,  besides  greatly  endangering  the 
lives  and  property  of  the  traveling  community.

Gentlemen: — I  find  it  impracticable  to  carry  the  water  from  Illinois  along 
First  street,  (as  recommended  by  me  in  a  former  report),  owing  to  the  char- 
acter of  the  soil,  it  being  gravel,  which  will  wash  and  fill  the  water  way. 

The  citizens  on  this  line  object  to  an  open  ditch. 

Therefore,  I  respectfully  recommend  that  a  fifteen  inch  cement  pipe  be 
laid  from  Illinois  street  to  the  Lafayette  Railway  track,  which  pipe  will  carry 
the  water  from  Illinois  street.  From  Tennessee  street  the  water  can  be  car- 
ried in  ordinary  gutter. 

This  plan  will  require  about  twelve  hundred  fee't  of  pipe,  and  will  cost 
ready  in  the  ground  for  service,  $1,200. 

The  pipe  can  afterwards  be  used  for  sewer  purposes  when  Illinois  street  is 
sewered  to  this  point.

Gentlemen  : — I  respectfully  tender  my  resignation  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital,  to  take  effect  July  1,  1870. 

During  the  four  years  that  I  have  acted  as  President  of  the  Board,  nearly 
nine  hundred  persons  have  received  the  benefits  of  Hospital  treatment,  while 
over  sixteen  hundred  applicants  have  been  rejected.     Those  received  into 
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the  Hospital  were  either  residents,  or  strangers  temporarily  in  the  city,  while 
those  rejected  were  either  vagrants  or  impostors,  in  search  of  a  free  boarding 
house,  or  deserving  persons  who  came  here  from  all  parts  of  the  State  for  no 
other  purpose  than  to  gain  admission  into  the  Hospital.  In  fact  many  were 
furnished  means  to  reach  Indianapolis  by  Township  Trustees  or  County 
Commissioners.  All  such  cases  have  been  promptly  returned,  sometimes 
with  aid  from  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  and  frequently  with 
the  assistance  of  Mr.  Hizer,  our  worthy  Township  Trustee,  and  it  is  now 
quite  well  understood  that  the  hospital  in  Indianapolis,  is  a  city,  and  not  a 
State,  charity. 

The  medical  and  surgical  staff  of  the  institution  deserve   thanks  for  much 
valuable  service  rendered  gratuitously. 

The  Superintendent,  Dr.  Woollen,  is  entitled  to  credit  for  the  economical 
manner  with  which  he  has  managed  the  business  affairs  of  the  Hospital.

I  would  resj:>ectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  erection  of  gas 
lamps,  as  late  as  August  of  last  year,  was  $39  for  corner  lamps,  and  $37  for 
for  intermediate  lamps.  Through  much  more  reasonable  contracts,  resulting 
from  the  investigations  and  exertions  of  the  Committee  on  Gas  Light  and 
your  gas  officer,  the  owners  of  property  receiving  the  benefits  of  this  improve- 
ment were  saved  the  considerable  sum  of  $1,243  50  upon  one  hundred  and 
sixty-nine  lamps,  erected  subsequent  to  the  month  of  August. 

The  gas  lamps  this  year  are  only  costing  $30  for  corner  lamps,  and  $28  for 
intermediates,  a  further  reduction  of  fifty  cents  and  one  dollar  upon  the  low- 
est figures  that  obtained  during  the  year  1869.

Gentlemen  : — Your  petitioner  would  respectfully  represent  that  the  firm  of 
Harding,  Morton  &  Finch,  of  which  he  was  a  member,  are  charged  with  a  tax 
of  $44  for  the  year  1868,  upon  the  property  held  by  them  in  the  Daily  Evening 
Mirror,  which  upon  misinformation  as  to  what  was  properly  taxable,,  was  es- 
timated by  John  R.  Morton,  to  be  of  the  value  of  $4,000.  The  property  be- 
long to  the  firm  at  that  time  consisted  wholly  of  type,  printing  material  and 
office  furniture,  and  was  worth  less  than  one  thousand  dollars.  Mr.  Morton 
estimated  the  value  of  the  unearned  business  on  the  books  when  he  made 
the  return,  and  hence  the  discrepancy. 

Your  petitioner  would  respectfully  ask  that  the  return  be  corrected  to  one 
thousand  instead  of  four  thousand  dollars,  and  the  City  Treasurer  be  in- 
structed to  make  the  consequent  correction  on  the  assessment.

as,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Council,  there  is  a  hole  or  excavation  thereon,  in 
which  water  has,  or  may  become  so  stagnant  and  noxious  as  to  be  a  nuisance 
and  injurious  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  said  city  and  of  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  and  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be,  and  he  is  hereby  required  to 
notify  the  owners  thereof,  as  provided  by  an  ordinance  passed  April  23,  1866, 
entitled  "An  ordinance  providing  for  the  drainage  and  filling  up  of  ponds, 
excavations  and  holes,  and  prescribing  penalties  for  the  failure  to  fill  up  or 
drain  the  same,"  and  that  in  case  of  the  failure  of  the  owners  thereof  to  fill 
or  drain  the  same,  the  Street  Commissioner  proceed  to  drain  or  fill  said  ex- 
cavation, as  provided  in  said  ordinance. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  :

Indianapolis,  July  23,   1870. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys  to  whom  was  referred 
sundry  papers,  respectfully  report: 

First — A  remonstrance  was  referred  to  your  committee  signed  by  Charles 
Nolting  and  Louisia  Armentrout,  remonstrating  against  the  improvement  of 
the  alley  running  between  Pratt  and  St.  Joseph  street,  and  Alabama  and  Del- 
aware street.  Having  examined  said  alley,  we  think  the  same  should  be  im- 
proved, and  that  the  ordinance  be  passed  as  contemplated. 

Second — An  ordinance  was  also  referred  to  your  committee  for  the  grading 
and  graveling  of  the  west  alley  running  north  and  south  through  out-lot  121, 
between  Norwood  and  McCarty  streets.  Believing  said  alley  should  be  im- 
proved, we  herewith  report  back  the  said  ordinance  and  recommend  its 
passage. 

Third. — A  petition  was  also  referred  to  your  committee,  signed  by  Charlotte 
O'Neal  and  Martha  Allen,  asking  permission  to  plank  the  sidewalk  in  front 
of  their  propertv,  on  New  Jersey  street.  We  would  recommend  that  they 
have  permission  to  do  so,  provided  they  do  so  according  to  stakes  and  direc- 
tions of  the  Civil  Engineer. 

Fourth. — A  petition  was  also  referred  to  your  committee  signed  by  William 
Braden,  D.  Root,  Nathan  Kimball  and  others,  asking  the  Council  to  have  the 
east  gutter  of  Pratt  street  on  Illinois  street,  covered  with  plank.  We  have 
examined  the  same,  and  recommend  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  di- 
rected to  place  cement  pipe  in  at  the  crossing  of  Pratt  with  Illinois  street  on 
the  east  and  west  side. 
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Fifth. —  \  bill  was  also  referred  to  your  committee  in  favor  of  Joseph  Kru- 
ger,  for  grading  and  paving  in  front  of  private  alley  in  square  57,  for  $27  60. 
As  the  City  Attorney  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  city  is  liable  for  said  improve- 
ment, we  recommend  that  the  city  pay  said  Joseph  Kruger  $24  10,  he  having 
an  item  in  his  bill  of  $2  50  cents  for  moving  five  loads  of  ashes,  which,  in  our 
opinion  should  not  be  paid,  as  he  done  the  paving  torn  up  by  a  contractor  to 
whom  was  awarded  the  contract,  said  contractor  having  abandoned  the  job, 
he  certainly  did  not  leave  the  said  ashes  on  the  sidewalk,  but  in  the  alley 
west  of  the  sidewalk,  and  if  the  property  holders  on  said  alley  ordered  him 
to  take  the  ashes  away,  let  them  pay  him  for  it.' 

Sixth. — Your  committee  would  recommend  that  the  drainage  on  First 
street  be  made  as  follows,  to-wit : 

From  Tennessee  east  to  Illinois  street,  surface  drainage,  and  west  from 
Tennessee  street  to  the  Railroad,  on  the  north  side,  by  making  a  ditch  eight 
inches  below  the  surface  drainage,  and  that  cement  pipe,  fifteen  inches  in 
size,  be  placed  at  the  crossing  of  Mississippi  street;  also,  that  the  gutters  on 
both  sides  be  bowldered  at  the  expense  of  the  property  holders  along  the 
line  of  said  improvement. 

Seventh. — A  petition  was  also  referred  to  your  committee  asking  that  ten 
feet  of  ground  on  the  north  side  of  Wilkins  street,  between  Meridian  and 
Chestnut  street,  be  vacated,  in  order  that  said  Wilkins  street  may  be  of  a 
uniform  width  from  Chestnut  to  Meridian  street  of  fifty  feet.  We  would  rec- 
ommend that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  granted,  and  that  the  City 
Cleik  give  the  requisite  notice. 

Eighth. — A  petition  wrs  referred  to  us,  asking  that  Mississippi  street  be 
opened  and  widened  from  Merrill  street  south  to  the  Corporation  line.  Hav- 
ing examined  said  street,  we  do  not  think  it  advisable  to  have  the  same  done 
at  this  time,  as  there  is  a  probability  of  the  south  part  of  the  Canal  being 
abandoned,  and  a  change  made  in  the  bed  of  Pogue's  Eun,  which  would 
make  a  great  difference  in  assessing  benefits  and  damages,  and  a  great  dif- 
ference in  the  cost  to  the  city.  We  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  peti- 
tioners be  not  granted. 

Ninth. — A  remonstrance  against  paving  with  brick  the  east  sidewalk  of 
East  street  between  Washington  street  and  Pogue's  Run,  was  referred  to  us. 
Believing  the  improvement  necessary,  we  report  in  favor  of  passing  the  ordi- 
nance as  contemplated. 

Tenth. — A  petition  was  referred  to  us  from  property  owners  on  Missouri 
street,  between  McCarty  and  Merrill  streets,  asking  that  the  same  be  graded 
and  graveled.  As  the  street  needs  improving,  we  would  recommend  the 
passage  of  an  ordinace  to  have  the  work  done. 
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Eleventh. — A  motion  was  referred  to  us  asking  that  the  grade  of  Severn 
alley  be  made  to  slope  each  way  from  the  center,  between  Chesapeake  alley 
and  Georgia  street.  We  recommend  that  the  grade  be  so  made,  and  that 
the  Engineer  set  the  stakes  accordingly.

Hon.  John  S.  Newman,   Chairman  Judiciary  Committee  : 

Dear  Sir  : — The  communication  handed  me  oontains  the  following  ques- 
tions : 

1.  The  number  of  feet  to  be  deducted,  if  any,  on  account  of  Street  Rail- 
way track  or  tracks,  whether  two  feet  on  the  outside  of  each  track,  or  only 
the  portion  between  the  tracks  ? 

2.  Whether  the  city  is  liable  for  the  deduction  if  made,  or  whether  the 
property  holders  on  the  line  of  street  improved,  be  liable? 

To  the  first  I  answer:  The  ordinance  provides  that  the  space  between  the 
rails,  and  for  two  feet  on  each  side  of  each  of  the  rails,  shall  be  improved  by 
the  Railway  Company.  It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  the  deductions  to  be  made 
if*  any,  are  for  the  space  enclosed  between  the  rails,  and  that  extending  two 
feet  beyond  each  rail. 

To  the  second  I  answer :  That  as  the  common  law  would  impose  on  the 
Railway  Company  the  liabilities  of  repairing,  and  keeping  in  repair,  the  street, 
and,  as  by  a  former  ordinance,  the  Council  have  also  imposed  this  liability,  I 
think  it  is  not  now  competent  for  that  body  to  impose  such  liability  upon 
the  property  owners.  The  question,  however,  I  do  \  not  consider  free  from 
doubt,  but  1  think  the  view  I  here  express,  the  correct  one.  If,  therefore, 
ouncil  assume  to  relieve  the  Railway  Company  from  the  liability  it  must  fall 
upon  the  city  and  not  the  property  owners. 
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It  may  be  proper  to  add  that  in  opinions  heretofore  given,  I  have  expressed 
a  doubt  as  to  the  power  of  the  Common  Council  to  release  the  Railway  Com- 
pany from  this   liability,  and  I  am  still   inclined   to  think  they  have  no  such

We  know  of  no  law  that  gives  the  Common  Conucil  the  right  to  compel 
any  tax-payer  t>n  any  other  street  to  pay  a  certain  portion  for  any  improve- 
ment made  on  any  other  street  or  alley  in  the  city,  but  that  the  Common 
Council  must  be  governed  in  the  improvement  of  streets  according  to  sec- 
tions 68  to  71  inclusive,  of  the  City  Charter,  and  the  ordinances  and  contracts 
made  under  such  sections.  Believing  it  would  be  unjust  to  compel  the  tax- 
payers to  pay  said  claim  out  of  the  City  Treasury  to  Messrs,  Patterson  &  Dun- 
ning, we  would  recommend  that  the  City  Clerk  report  an  estimate  against 
the  property-holders  on  said  improvement,  in  favor  o£  said  parties,  for  the 
sum  of  $1,892  42,  and  that  the  claim  for  that  amount,  asked  to  be  paid  by  the 
city,  be  stricken  from  the  ordinance,  and  that  the  sum  of  3,195  76  be  allowed, 
which  is  the  amount  due  said  contractors  for  the  crossings  of  the  streets  and 
alleys,  and  stone  flag  crossings.

Hon.  John  S.  Newman,  Chairman  Judiciary  Committee: 

Dear  Sir: — Tn  answer  to  your  communication  and  to  the  resolution  of  the 
Council  of  July  19,  1870  I  submit  the  following: 

The  Michigan  road,  from  the  east  line  of  Sharpe's  Addition,  is  now  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  city.  The  plat  of  this  Addition  will  be  found  on 
page  27  of  Plat  Book  No.  3,  of  Marion  county,  Indiana. 

I  have  examined  the  maps  and  plats  as  carefully  as  I  could,  and  am  inclined 
to  think  State  avenue  is  not  within  the  present  corporate  limits. 

As  to  whether  a  turnpike  or  gravel  road  within  a  city  can  be  treated  as  a 
public  street,  until  abandoned  by  the  company,  the  authorities  are  conflict- 
ing. In  an  early  case,  McClure  vs.  The  City  of  Indianapolis,  our  Supreme  Court 
held  that  such  a  road  could  not,  at  least  until  abandoned,  be  treated  as  a 
street.  Until  this  case  is  overruled,  it  must  be  regarded  as  the  law  of  Indiana. 
If  the  Michigan  road  is  not  a  street,  then  the  Common  Council  have  no 
power  to  order  it  planked,  as  contemplated  by  the  resolution. 

There  is  another  question  of  considerable  difficulty,  and  that  is  this  :  Do 
the  ordinances  apply  to  such  streets  as  were  within  the  city  at  the  time  they 
were  enacted;  or  do  they  apply  to  all  streets  afterwards  laid  out?    I  think 
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the  safer  plan  would  be  to  pass  new  ordinances  applying  to  the  streets 
Wrought  within  the  corporate  limits  by  the  extension  of  the  city  boundaries. 
It  is  at  least  deubtful  as  to  whether  the  ordinances  at  present  in  foice  can 
apply  to  highways  which,  at  the  time  the  ordinances  were  passed,  had  no 
existence  as  streets  of  the  city. 

I  think  that,  as  a  police  regulation,  the  Common  Council  have  power  to 
enact  ordinances  requiring  Railway  Companies  to  properly  secure  safety  and 
convenience  at  street  and  alley  crossings. 

I,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  that  new  ordinances  be  passed.

We  also  recommend  that  the  Chief 
Fire  Engineer  be  empowered  to  locate  not  more  than  six  fire-plugs  west  of 
West  street,  on  Washington  and  Maryland  streets,  and  that  he  be  instructed 
to  direct  any  change  from  this  plan  that  may  prove  necessary  on  account  of 
irregular  street-crossings  or  other  causes.  Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion 
that  a  greater  number  of  fire-plugs  will  be  needed  in  order  to  secure  a  per- 
fect protection  against  loss  by  fire,  and  with  that  view  have  instructed  the 
Water  Works  Company  to  have  their  pipes  so  arranged  that  others  can  be 
added  from  time  to  time,  as  necessity  requires,  without  serious  disturbance 
to  pipes,  or  extra  expense  in  placing.

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Committees  on 
the  Judiciary  and  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was  referred  the  re- 
monstrance of  William  Cook  and  others,  against  the  vacation  of  a 
certain  alley  in  out-lot  No.  85,  in  said  city,  have  had  that  matter 
under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  are  of  the 
opinion  that  it  would  not  be  any  injury  to  any  citizen  to  vacate 
said  alley,  as  petitioned  for  ;  that  it  has  not  been  opened  for  years, 
nor  one  on  the  east  of  it,  extending  eastward,  which  it  is  said  is  kept 
enclosed,  and  has  been,  by  said  Cook,  one  of  the  remonstrants ;  that 
no  public  convenience  will  be  affected  by  the  vacation  of  said  alley. 
All  of  which  they  submit  to  the  Council,  and  pray  to  be  discharged 
from  the  further  consideration  of  said  subject.

Mr.  Heckman,  from  the  same  Committee,  made  the  following 
minority  report : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 
Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned,   members   of  the  Committee  on 
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Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was  referred  the  remonstrance  of  Wil- 
liam Cook  and  23  others,  against  the  vacation  of  an  alley  in  out-lot 
No.  85,  in  said  city,  dissent  from  the  report  of  the  majority  of  said 
Committee,  and  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  ad- 
verse to  said  remonstrance,  and  submit  the  following  considerations 
in  opposition  to  said  report. 

The  majority  of  said  Committee  base  their  conclusion  on  these 
grounds,  namely : 

First. — That  it  will  not  be  any  injury  to  any  citizen  to  vacate  said 
alley. 

Second. — That  said  alley  has  not  been  opened  for  years ;  and 

Third. — That  William  Cook,  one  of  the  remonstrants,  has  kept 
another  alley,  lying  east  of  the  one  in  controversy,  and  in  another 
square,  closed  for  years. 

If  it  were  true  that  Mr.  Cook  has  improperly  and  illegally  kept 
some  other  alley  closed  against  the  public  for  years  past,  the  under- 
signed are  unable  to  see  how  that  justifies  other  citizens,  or  this 
Council,  in  obstructing  or  destroying  the  alley  named,  in  square  85, 
which  was  long  ago  donated  to  the  public,  and  the  vacation  of  which 
will  be  equivalent  to  giving  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  worth  of 
public  ground  to  private  individuals,  who  happen  to  own  the  lots 
immediately  adjoining  the  alley. 

2d.  If  Cook  or  others  are  obstructing  an  alley  east  of  out-lot  No. 
85,  the  law  furnishes  a  remedy  to  all  parties  injured  thereby;  in  ad- 
dition to  which,  this  Council  can  at  pleasure  take  measures  to  compel 
the  opening  of  that  alley;  whereas,  if  the  petition  now  pending  for 
the  vacation  of  the  alley  in  out-lot  No.  85  is  granted,  both  the  city 
and  lot  owners,  interested  in  keeping  the  alley  open,  are  without 
remedy,  unless  the  courts  shall  declare  the  order  of  vacation  null  and 
void,  as  the  undersigned  believe  they  would  do. 

3d.  The  majority  are  mistaken,  as  the  undersigned  are  informed, 
in  their  statement :  the  fact  being,  that  Mr.  Cook  has  not  obstructed 
or  enclosed,  nor  had  any  agency  in  enclosing,  the  alley  spoken  of  in 
said  majority  report. 

As  to  the  second  ground  of  the  majority  report,  that  the  alley  in 
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out-lot  85  has  not  been  opened  for  years,  the  undersigned  beg  leave 
to  remark  that  such  a  persistent  violation  of  law,  and  of  the  rights 
of  the  public  by  parties  asking  the  vaeation  of  this  alley  is,  to  say 
the  least  of  it,  a  novel,  if  not  a  modest,  reason  for  asking  the  City 
Council  to  not  only  give  them  valuable  public  ground  in  perpetuity, 
but  to  also  absolve  them  from  the  legal  penalties  they  have  incurred 
by  its  unlawful  appropriation  to  their  private  use  in  the  past.  More- 
over, this  argument  is  deprived  of  any  force  by  the  additional  con- 
sideration, that  onl}7  a  few  months  since,  on  application  of  |>arties 
living  on  said  out-lot,  this  Council  passed  an  order  that  said  alley 
should  be  opened,  which  order  has  been  disregarded  and  defied  by 
the  parties  who  have  wrongfully  enclosed  the  same. 

As  to  the  argument  of  the  majority,  that  it  will  not  be  any  injury 
to  any  citizen  to  vacate  said  alley,  the  undersigned  remark  that  the 
numerous  signatures  to  said  remonstrance,  and  the  reasons  therein 
set  forth  against  the  proposed  vacation,  lead  them  to  a  totally  differ- 
ent conclusion  to  that  arrived  at  in  the  majority  report.  They  think 
the  almost  unanimous  judgment  of  the  owners  of  property  in  out-lot 
85,  that  such  vacation  will  be  a  serious  injury  to  them,  is  not  over- 
balanced by  this  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  two  Committees. 

Again  :  The  power  of  the  Council  to  vacate  a  street  or  alley  does 
not  depend  on  the  question,  whether  special  injuries  will  result  to 
particular  individuals  in  consequence  of  such  vacation.  The  author- 
ity of  the  Council  is  not  absolute,  to  be  exercised  at  its  sole  will  and 
pleasure,  but  it  is  strictly  statutory,  and  exercisable  only  on  the 
terms  prescribed  by  law.  The  only  authority  the  Council  has  in  the 
premises  is  given  in  the  86th  section  of  the  Act  of  1867,  for  the  in- 
corporation of  Cities.  This  section  gives  the  same  power  to  City 
Councils  to  vacate  streets  and  alleys,  that  County  Commissioners 
have  to  vacate  streets  and  alleys  in  towns. 

What  rights  and  powers  County  Commissioners  have  are  defined 
in  Chapter  75,  of  the  Eevised  Code  of  1852,  pages  632-633,  Vol.  I, 
Gavin  &  Herd's  edition  of  the  Statutes. 

The  6th  section  of  that  act  defines  who  may  petition  for  the  vaca- 
tion of  a  stoeet  or  alley,  what  the  petition  shall  contain,  and  the  no- 
tice that  shall  be  given  of  its  pending.     Section  7  is  as  follows: 

"  If  no  opposition  be  made  to  such  petition,  the  Board  of  County 
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Commissioners  may  vacate,  with  such  restrictions  as  they  may  deem 
for  the  public  good,  but  if  opposition  be  made,  such  application  shall 
be  continued  until  the  next  term  of  the  Board,  when,  if  the  objec- 
tors consent  to  such  vacation,  or  if  two-thirds  of  all  the  real  estate 
holders  of  the  town  petition  therefor,  the  Board  may  grant  the 
prayer  of  the  petitioners." 

Objections  have  been  made,  in  the  form  of  written  remonstrance, 
against  the  proposed  vacation,  by  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  lot 
owners  in  out-lot  85;  and  the  undersigned  deny  the  authority  of  the 
Council  to  proceed  to  vacate  said  alley,  unless  two-thirds  of  the  real 
estate  holders  of  the  city  petition  therefor;  and  the  question  wheth- 
er any  one  will  be,  in  fact,  injured  by  vacating  said  alley,  is  utterly 
unimportant,  so  long  as  the  objections  already  filed  are  not  overcome 
by  such  a  petition  as  the  Statute  requires  for  that  purpose. 

One  other  suggestion  the  undersigned  would  volunteer  on  the  sub- 
ject of  vacating  alleys  in  general,  and  this  alley  in  particular.  It  is 
well  known  that  a  large  portion  of  the  fires  that  have  occurred  in 
this  city  have  originated  in  out-houses,  stables,  etc.,  situated  on  al- 
leys, and  the  vacation  of  the  same  adds  to  the  difficulty  of  suppress- 
ing fires  on  or  adjoining  the  squares  where  fires  take  place,  by  ob- 
structing ready  access  to  the  rear  of  lots,  and  if  practiced  to  any 
considerable  extent  must  leave  such  property  to  the  mercy  of  the 
flames,  and  greatly  add  to  the  danger  of  adjoining  property  in  con- 
sequence of  bringing  the  fire  engines  near  to  buildings  so  shut  off 
from  streets  and  alleys.  For  this  reason,  if  no  other,  the  under- 
signed submit  that  no  street  or  alley  ought  to  be  vacated,  unless 
there  are  strong  public  reasons  for  so  doing.

REPORTS  FROM    CITY  OFFICERS. 

The  report  of  the  City  Clerk,  which  was  presented  August  29r 
1870,  was  called  up,  and  concurred  in,  with  the  exception  of  the 
estimate  in  favor  of  Messrs.  Patterson  &  Dunnidg  for  grading 
and  howldering  ISTew  Jersey  street,  from  St.  Clair  street  to  Fort 
Wayne  Avenue. 

Mr.  Wiles  presented  the  following  communication : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned,  for  themselves  and  in  behalf  of 
the  owners  of  lots  bordering  on  New  Jersey  street,  north  of  Massa- 
chusetts Avenue,  respectfully  submit  the  following  opinion  in  refer- 
ence to  their  liability  to  pay  for  the  bowldering  of  that  part  of  New 
Jersey  street  occupied  by  the  Citizen's  Street  Railway  Company y 
and  two  feet  outside  of  each  rail. 

On  the  18th  day  of  January,  1864,  the  Common  Council  granted 
the  Citizen's  Street  Railway  a  charter,  upon  certain  conditions,  giving 
them  the  exclusive  right  of  constructing,  extending,  and  operating 
passenger  railways  in  and  upon  the  streets  of  the  city  of  Indianapo- 
lis. One  of  the  conditions  upon  which  the  Company  accepted  their 
charter  was,  that  "the  said  Company  shall  bowlder  the  space  be- 
tween the  rails  of  the  track,  and  also  shall  pave,  bowlder,  or  other- 
wise improve  (as  the  streets  may  be)  two  feet  on  the  outside  of  each 
rail,  and  keep  the  same,  together  with  all  bridges  at  the  crossing  of 
the  gutters,  in  good  repair."  This  agreement  on  the  part  of  the 
Street  Eailway  Company  was  accepted  by  them  for  a  valuable  con- 
sideration, which  they  received — that  consideration  being  tho  exclu- 
sive right  to  construct  and  operate  passenger  railways  upon  the 
streets  of  said  city  for  hire.  We  claim  that  the  Street  Railway  is  no 
benefit  to  persons  residing  upon  the  lines  of  the  Company,  but  on 
the  other  hand,  citizens  are  hindered  in  the  free  and  full  enjoyment 
of  the  streets  by  the  railway  tracks,  and  are  annoyed  with  the  dust 
and  noise  caused  by  the  passenger  cars.  We  do  not  believe  that  the 
Common  Council  has  the  power  to  relieve  the  Street  Railway,  which

is  a  private  corporation,  and  subject  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the 
same  extent,  as  a  private  individual,  to  the  payment  of  taxes,  assess- 
ments, and  other  public  burdens,  from  the  conditions  upon  which  its 
charter  was  granted,  to  the  detriment  of  private  citizens,  unless  it 
be  for  the  public  good.  The  Street  Railway  Company  have  a  mo- 
nopoly to  that  part  of  the  street  used  for  tracks,  and  fully  two  feet 
on  the  outside  of  each  rail,  for  the  reason  that  the  public  cannot  con- 
veniently, and  seldom  do,  use  the  portions  of  streets  occupied  by  the 
tracks  of  the  Street  Railway,  or  safely  drive  nearer  to  them  than 
two  feet,  and  to  compel  the  holders  of  lots  along  the  lines  of  a  Street 
Railway  to  pay  for  the  improvement  of  that  part  used  by  the  Rail- 
way Company,  when  the  same  is  principally  used  by  such  Company, 
and  when  all  the  wear  and  tear  upon  that  part  of  the  street  is  caused 
by  such  use,  is  to  compel  private  individuals  to  support  a  private 
corporation. 

We  do  not  believe  that  the  Common  Council  has  any  more  power 
or  right  to  relieve  the  Street  Railway  of  an  ordinary  tax  standing 
against  it  upon  the  tax  duplicate  of  the  city,  than  they  have  to  re- 
lieve such  a  Company  from  paying  for  improving  that  part  of  a 
street  occupied  byits  tracks.  Admitting,  which  we  do  not,  the  le- 
gality of  the  Ordinance,  approved  by  the  Common  Council  Februa- 
ry 21,  1870,  releasing  the  Street  Railway  from  the  payment  of  street 
improvements,  as  provided  by  the  5th  section  of  the  Company's 
charter,  for  the  period  of  ten  years,  then  all  assessments  which,  in 
the  absence  of  said  Ordinance,  would  have  fallen  upon  the  Street 
Railway  for  street  improvements,  must  be  paid  by  the  city. 

This  is  the  view  taken  by  the  City  Attorney,  in  an  opinion  recent- 
ly furnished  your  honorable  body,  upon  the  subject  under  considera- 
tion. 

We  wish  also  to  refer  to  the  fact,  that  at  the  time  of  signing  the 
petition  by  the  property  holders  for  bowldering  New  Jersey  street, 
north  of  Massachusetts  Avenue,  it  was  their  express  understanding 
that  the  bowldering  of  that  part  of  the  street  used  by  the  Street 
Railway,  and  two  feet  on  the  outside  of  each  rail,  would  be  paid  for 
either  by  the  Company  or  city,  otherwise  the  petition  would  never 
have  been  signed. 

It  must  have  been  the  understanding  of  the  Council  that  the  city 
was  compelled  to  pay  that  which  the  Street  Railway  was  originally 
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required  to  pay,  or  they  would  not,  by  a  resolution,  dated  July  25, 
1870,  approved  the  estimate  for  bowldering  that  part  of  New  Jersey 
street,  from  the  south  side  of  Massachusetts  Avenue  to  the  north  side 
of  St.  Clair  street,  assessing  eighteen  feet  in  the  center  of  the  street, 
used  by  the  Street  Eailway  Company,  against  the  city,  and  the  re- 
mainder of  the  street  against  the  holders  of  lots  thereon.  And  in 
pursuance  of  the  adoption  of  this  estimate  by  the  Common  Council, 
the  owners  of  lots  along  said  street  have  paid  the  contractors  their 
assessments,  and  have  received  receipts  in  full.  We  think  the  ap- 
proval of  said  estimate,  and  the  payments  made  by  the  holders  of 
lots  in  pursuance  thereof,  is  binding  upon  the  city. 

We  understand  that  the  city  paid  for  the  bowldering  of  that  part 
of  Illinois  street,  for  the  distance  of  two  squares,  used  by  the  Street 
Eailway  Company,  and  for  raising  their  tracks  to  correspond  with 
the  grade  of  the  street  on  "Virginia  Avenue.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  a  motion  passed  by  your  honora- 
ble body  at  its  last  meeting,  directing  the  Street  Commissioner  to 
report  what  disposition  had  been  made  of  the  bowlders  removed  from 
the  streets  to  give  way  for  the  stone  crossings  that  are  being  put  down, 
I  would  respectfully  report  that  there  have  been  twenty-four  cross- 
ings put  in,  and  we  get  about  one-half  yard  of  surplus  bowlders  on  an 
average  from  each  crossing.  That  would  give  twelve  yards  of  bowl- 
ders. Out  of  those  we  have  used  five  and  one-fourth  yards  at  the 
intersection  of  Washington  and  Delaware  streets ;  one-half  yard  at 
the  intersection  of  Delaware  and  Court  streets ;  one  yard  at  the 
intersection  of  Market  and  Delaware  streets ;  one  yard  in  the  gutter 
in  front  of  the  Bates  House,  on  Illinoisstreet;  and  three  and  one  half 
yards  were  used  to  bowlder  the  bottom  of  the  culverts  on  Delaware 
and  Market  streets;  and  there  are  new  lying  on  the  streets,  at  the 
corner  of  Meridian  and  Louisiana  streets  about  two-thirds  of  a  yard; 
on  the  corner  of  Tennessee  and  Washington  streets  one-half  yard; 
on  Meridian  and  Ohio  streets,  one-half  yard. 

As  we  were  neither  buying  nor  selling  the  above-mentioned  bowl- 
ders, we  did  not  take  the  pains  to  measure  them.  Consequently  the 
above  figures  may  not  be  the  exact  count  to  a  bowlder,  but  they  ap- 
proximate the  amount  as  near  as  could  be  ascertained  without  meas- 
uring.

Commissioners  in  the  matter  of  widening  Meridian  street,  from 
First  to  Seventh  streets. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  [Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen  :  The  Board  of  City  Commissioners,  to  which  was  re-  >/ 
ferred  the  petition  of  William  II.  Fry  and  about  twenty  others,  ask- 
ing that  Meridian  street  he  widened  by  taking  five  feet  from  the 
front  of  the  lots  on  either  side  of  said  street,  from  First  street  to 
Seventh  street — said  five  feet  on  each  side  to  be  added  to  the  side- 
walk—would respectfully  report : 

That  we  have  viewed  the  street,  and  have  heard  the  statements  of 
the  property-holders  interested,  and  after  due  consideration  of  the 
case,  are  of  opinion  that  the  street  should  be  widened  as  desired  by 
the  petitioners,  and  that  a  necessity  exists  for  the  same,  and  that  the 
damages  and  benefits  resulting  from  said  opening  will  be  equal. 

In  almost  all  cases  the  fences  will  have  to  be  set  back,  and  in  most 
cases  there  will  be  some  excavation  or  filling  up  needed  to  make  the 
additional  sidewalk,  but  after  due  consideration  we  are  unanimously 
of  the  opinion  that  the  benefit  to  the  property  will  not  only  equal 
the  value  of  the  ground  taken,  but  will  also  cover  any  expense  in- 
curred for  moving  the  fences,  or  making  the  sidewalks  as  above 
mentioned.  We  therefore  recommend  that  trie  prayer  of  the  peti- 
tioners be  granted,  and  that  Meridian  street,  from  First  street  to 
Seventh  street  be  widened  by  taking  five  feet  from  the  fronts  of  the 
lots  on  each  side,  said  strips  to  be  added  to  the  sidewalks  as  prayed 
for. 

We  further  recommend,  if  the  Council  order  the  opening  of  said 
street  as  above  described,  that  the  property-holders  be  allowed  until 
the  1st  day  of  April,  1871,  to  make  the  changes  required  in  their 
fences,  trees,  and  sidewalks,  each  being  allowed  to  make  it  sooner 
than  that  date,  if  he  so  desiros.  This  recommendation  is  made  at  the 
request  of  all  the  property-holders  interested. 

The  prayer  of  the  petitioners  is  conditioned  on  the  widening  of 

Meridian  street  north  through  Morrison's  Addition.     Before  making 

our  report,  an  agreement,  signed  by  William  Morrison,  and  all  the 

property-holders  in  said  Addition,  was  placed  before  us,  by  which 
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agreement  all  said  property-holders  are  to  give  the  necessary  ground 
on  each  side  of  the  street  to  make  Meridian  street  to  the  north  the 
same  width  as  in  St.  Clairs's  Addition  when  widened.  It  is  under- 
stood this  agreement  is  to  be  acknowledged  by  said  property-hold- 
ers and  placed  on  record. 

It  would  be  well,  also,  if  Meridian  street  were  widened  from  First 
street  South  to  St.  Clair  street.

f  Gentlemen:  The  petition  of  J.  S.  Wood  and  others,  asking  that 
Blake  street  be  widened  to  sixty  feet  in  Athon  and  Elliott's  subdivis- 
ion of  out  lot  158,  having  been  again  referred  to  us,  we  have  exam- 
ined the  premises,  and  would  submit  the  following  report: 

1st.  We  think  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  should  be  granted, 
and  that  a  strip  ten  feet  wide  off  the  east  ends  of  lots  3  to  17  inclu- 
sive, in  Athon  and  Elliott's  subdivision  of  out  lot  158  should  be 
condemned  for  public  use,  widening  the  street  to  sixty  feet,  as  de- 
sired. 

2d.  The  benefits  to  the  property-holders  will  equal  the  damages 
for  the  ground  taken. 

3d.  The  street  has  lately  been  improved,  and  if  the  ground  is 
taken,  we  think  the  city  should  make  the  new  sidewalk.  We  there- 
fore recommend  that  on  the  opening  of  the  street,  the  Street  Com- 
missioner be  ordered  to  make  the  new  sidewalk  at  the  expense  of  the 
City.

Gentlemen  : — The  Board  of  City  Commissioners,  to  which  was 
referred  the  petition  of  F.  W.  Miller  and  forty-five  others,  asking 
the  opening  of  Michigan  street  east  through  the  old  Bellefontaine 
Railroad  property  to  the  west  end  of  Michigan  street  in  Davidson's 
addition,  would  report  as  follows  : 

The  Board  met  on  notice  June  — ,  1870,  at  the  City  Clerk's  office, 
and  after  examining  the  ground  and  taking  testimony  as  to  the  ben- 
efits and  damages — adjourning  from  time  to  time  for  that  purpose 
until  August  1st,  1870 — agreed  on  the  following  facts : 

When  the  petition  above  named  was  filed,  the  railway  company 
seemed  to  be  the  holder  of  the  ground  affected  by  it,  but  on  the  7th 
of  June,  1870,  Francis  M.  Churchman  filed  for  record  a  deed  from 
the  company  to  himself,  dated  July  2,  1867,  conveying  a  strip  sixty- 
two  feet  wide,  and  reaching  along  and  over  the  entire  surface  cov- 
ered by  the  proposed  street  from  the  present  east  end  of  Michigan 
street  to  the  donation  line,  and  extending  one  foot  beyond  either 
side  of  said  proposed  street. 

The  Board  was  both  embarrassed  and  relieved  in  the  consideration 
of  the  case  by  the  filing  of  this  deed.     We  could  not  say  that  the 
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opening  of  the  street  would  be  beneficial  to  the  narrow  strips  left  to 
Mr.  Churchman  on  either  side  of  the  line,  nor  could  we  say  that  the 
ground  held  by  the  railway  company  north  and  south  of  these  strips 
was  benefitted  to  any  marked  degree,  for  the  company's  ground 
would  be  cut  off  from  the  new  street.  We  therefore  allow  Mr. 
Churchman  the  full  cash  value  (as  shown  by  the  evidence)  of  the 
ground  actually  taken  from  him  for  the  new  street,  making  no 
deductions  for  benefits,  and  charging  no  benefits  against  the  com- 
pany on  the  adjacent  ground. 

By  the  sale  to  Churchman  the  company  has  relieved  the  Board  of 
the  task  of  estimating  any  damages  to  the  company  from  the  open- 
ing of  the  new  street,  for  they  no  longer  have  any  property  on  it. 
Their  deed  to  Churchman  is  in  fee,  retaining  only  the  right  of  way 
and  the  right  to  lay  necessary  tracks  across  said  strip.  This  right 
is  similar  to  their  rights  at  the  street  crossings,  and  it  is  not  pro- 
posed to  interfere  with  it.  We  therefore  think  the  company  sustain 
no  damages,  having  only  a  right  of  way,  as  at  any  other  street 
crossing. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  and  by  the  evidence  before  us,  the 
greater  part  of  the  benefits  resulting  from  the  opening  of  said  street 
should  be  placed  upon  the  property  east  of  the  donation  line,  and 
they  have  therefore  been  levied  mostly  in  that  quarter. 

We  therefore  report  in  favor  of  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners,  and 
recommend  the  opening  of  Michigan  street  to  the  width  of  sixty 
feet  easterly  through  the  property  of  the  old  Bellefontaine  Railway 
Company,  (now  the  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cincinnati  &  Indianapolis 
Railway  Company,)  in  out-lot  50,  from  the  present  east  end  of  Mich- 
igan street  to  the  donation  line,  and  thence  easterly  on  the  same 
line,  through  the  property  of  Mr.  Edward  King,  to  the  west  end  of 
Michigan  street,  as  laid  out  between  Davidson's  second  and  third 
additions. 

We  further  find  that  the  benefits  resulting  from  the  opening  of 
said  street  will  be  equal  to  the  damages,  and  submit  the  following 
schedule  of  said  damages  and  benefits  :

We  therefore  recommend  the 
opening  of  said  street  from  its  present  north  end,  through  lots 
48,  33,  and  32,  in  Coffman's  subdivision  of  the  north  part  of  out 
lot  101,  to  Stevens  street,  to  the  width  of  sixty  feet,  and  on  a 
direct  line. 

Mr.  C.  Smith's  house  will  stand  two  or  three  feet  in  the  street 
as  extended.  We  would  recommend  that  it  be  left  thus  for  the 
present,  (to  avoid  the  expense  of  cutting  it  off  or  moving  it)  he 
to  acquire  no  title  to  the  ground  it  may  thus  occupy.  If  it  be 
deemed  necessary  to  move  it  or  cut  it  off  in  the  future,  it  can 
then  be  done.  It  will  be  a  merely  temporary  obstruction  on  a 
street  which  will  probably  exist  for  all  time. 

Mr.  F.  Waensche'slot  is  taken,  together  with  his  house  and 
other  improvements.  We  presume  the  house  and  improve- 
ments will  be  sold  to  the  city,  and  that  whatever  sums  they 
bring  should  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  damages,  thus 
lessening  the  burden  to  the  adjoining  property-holders.  We 
think  the  lowest  price  these  improvements  should  bring  is  $100, 
and  have  therefore  taxed  the  city  with  that  sum,  thus  diminish- 
ing the  amount  levied  on  the  neighboring  property. 

We  regret  that  the  petition  did  not  ask  the  extension  of  the 
street  northward  to  Merrill  street,  or  even  to  the  avenue.  We 
think  all  this  section  of  the  city  but  poorly  provided  with  streets 
running  in  a  northern  and  southern  direction.  They  are  now 
much  needed,  and  will  be  still  more  needed  in  future  as  the  city 
extends  southward.  The  streets  will  never  be  opened  more 
cheaply  than  now,  and  it  would  be  to  the  interest  of  all  prop- 
erty-holders in  that  region  to  move  in  the  matter  at  an  early 
date. 

We  recommend  the  granting  of  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners, 
and  that  the  street  be  opened  as  desired,  and  submit  the  follow- 
ing assessment  of  damages  and  benefits  :

1.  The  contractors,  Frederick  Eichter  &  Co.,  have  recently  entered 
with  the  city  of  Indianapolis  into  a  contract  for  the  construction  and 
erection  of  a  certain  wall,  situate  somewhere  on  South  Noble  street, 
near  the  High  Bridge,  in  this  city,  and  have  performed  and  finished 
that  work.  But  the  contractors  have  failed  to  comply  with  the 
terms  of  the  specifications  to  said  contract,  in  this :  because  they 
have  built  and  erected  the  front  side  of  the  foundation  only  about 
one  foot  wide  out  of  masonry,  instead  of  about  four  feet  wide,  and 
have  then  the  empty  space  in  the  rear  of  said  wall  (about  three  feet 
vacuum)  filled  up  with  gravel  and  dirt,  contrary  to  the  terms  of  the 
specifications  alleged,  thereby  deceiving  the  proper  authorities  ex- 
amining the  work,  to  the  great  detriment  of  the  city  of  Indiana- 
polis.

Gentlemen  :  I  would  respectfully  represent  to  your  honorable  body 
that  at  the  time  of  the  burning  of  Morrison's  Opera  Hall,  last  Jan- 
uary 17.  I  was  run  over  by  a  hose  carriage  belonging  to  the  fire 
department  of  the  city,  and  was  knocked  down  and  badly  bruised  ; 
also,  my  right  leg  was  fractured  just  above  the  ankle  joint.  From 
this  cause  I  was  laid  up  eight  weeks,  and  suffered  considerable  pain 
and  inconvenience,  and  was  put  to  considerable  expense,  beside  loss 
of  time.  I  was  compelled  to  pay  a  doctor  bill  of  $'25  ;  $5  tor  medi- 
cines, and  a  board  bill  of  $5  per  week,  for  eight  weeks,  amounting  to 
840.  making  a  total  of  $70  expense  caused  by  the  injury.  This 
money  has  been  expended  by  me,  except  85  still  due  to  Dr.  L.  I). 
Watterman.  As  the  injury  was  caused  by  the  careless  and  reckless 
driving  of  the  city's  servant,  and  through  no  fault  of  mine,  I  think 
it  is  just  and  right  that  the  city  should  reimburse  me  for  my  actual 
outlay  of  money.  Being  a  poor  man  and  in  needy  circumstances,  I 
am  willing  to  bear  the  loss  of  time  and  all  compensation  of  suffering 
if  your  honorable  body  will  make  an  appropriation  reimbursing  me 
for  my  actual  outlay.

Your  petioners  pray  for  the  annexation  of  the  foregoing  de- 
scribed contiguous  territory,  for  the  following  reasons,  among 
others,  which  may  be  urged  for  such  annexation,  to-wit : 

1.  It  is  the  custom  of  all  cities  to  extend  their  corporate  limits 
whenever  their  increase  of  population,  necessities  of  business, 
and  promotion  of  best  interests  require  it. 

2.  The  tracts  of  land  sought  to  be  annexed  are  in  the  midst 
of  thickly  populated  districts,  or  those  rapidly  becoming  so,  and 
in  the  opinion  of  your  petitioners  the  best  interests  of  the  city 
and  citizens  require  that  they  should  be  within  the  city  limits. 

3.  The  boundaries  of  said  city  as  they  now  exist,  including 
the  platted  additions  annexed  by  resolution  of  the  Common 
Council  passed  December  20,  1869,  are  very  irregular,  and  such 
as  to  cause  great  inconvenience,  and  to  retard  the  progress  of 
improvement.  For  instance,  on  the  north,  between  the  old  cor- 
poration line  and  Tinker  street,  a  large  amount  of  property 
annexed  as  aforesaid  is  now  within  said  boundaries,  while  other 
contiguous  property  is  without.  And  so  of  the  streets ;  some 
of  them  are  partly  within  and  partly  without  the  city  limits. 
This  defeats  any  regular  system  of  street  or  other  improvement, 
as  the  city  has  no  power  over  outside  property. 

4.  From  the  foregoing  it  is  also  seen  that  the  burdens  of  tax- 
ation are  very  unequally  distributed.  Persons  residing  in  the 
same  immediate  neighborhood  are  some  within  and  some  with- 
out the  city,  and  thus  the  one  class  is  taxed  for  city  purposes, 
while  the  other  is  not.  The  proposed  annexation  would  place 
all  citizens  within  the  limits  thereof  upon  an  equal  footing  in 
every  respect. 
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5.  The  annexation  of  the  pioposed  territory  will,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  your  petitioners,  be  of  great  benefit  in  many  ways,  both 
to  the  citizens  thereof  and  also  to  the  city.  It  will  give  to  the 
citizens  the  advantages  of  the  Fire  Department,  Police  Depart- 
ment, school-houses  and  schools,  sanitary  regulations,  gas  light, 
the  proper  improvement  of  streets  and  alleys,  and  various  other 
needful  regulations  for  the  better  protection  and  security  of  per- 
sons and  property.  It  will  give  to  the  city  an  increase  of  revenue 
and  wealth,  enhance  the  value  of  property  and  accelerate  the 
progress  of  useful  industry,  enterprise  and  improvement.  And 
not  only  this ;  it  will  stimulate  the  growth,  enlarge  the  business 
and  advance  the  prosperity  of  our  beautiful,  healthful  and 
flourishing  city  of  Indianapolis. 

In  view  of  the  above  named,  and  other  reasons,  we,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  in  behalf  of  the  citizens 
thereof,  pray  your  honorable  Board  to  grant  this  our  petition, 
believing  it  to  be  just  and  right,  and  that  the  best  interests  of 
the  citizens  would  be  thereby  subserved.

The  Trustees  and  Managers  of  the  Home  for  Friendless  Women. 
respectfully  apply  to  the  City  Council  for  a  portion  of  the  aid  needed 
to  rebuild  and  reinstate  the  valuable  buildings  of  the  above  Home, 
to  the  erection  of  which  the  people  of  the  city,  through  your  action, 
so  cheerfully  contributed. 

Its  recent  destruction  by  fire,  and  the  destitute  and  scattered  con- 
dition of  its  late  inmates,  lead  to  a  deep  sense  of  the  value  and 
necessity  of  such  an  institution. 

It  is  manifest  that  true  economy  to  the  city,  beside  the  saving  from 
ruin  and  deaths  of  despair  of  many  who  need  such  a  home  and 
shelter,  calls  for  the  prompt  restoration  of  the  building  so  success- 
fully finished,  and  lately  in  full  use,  on  the  lots  donated  by  some  of 
the  citizens,  and  the  general  voice  of  the  people  encourages  us  to 
ask  of  the  Common  Council,  together  with  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners,  the  means  for  rebuilding  and  restoring  to  its  former 
condition  the  Home,  which  has  been  so  highly  prized,  as  a  proof  of 
the  judicious  sympathy  and  liberality  of  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis 
and  of  Marion  county, 
52 
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Careful  estimates  of  architects  show  that  the  cost  of  replacing  the 
building  and  its  contents,  with  the  best  use  of  what  remains  of  the 
walls,  will  be  say  $10,300,  beside  $1,800  toward  furnishing;  to  which 
sums,  if  the  further  security  from  destruction  by  fire,  by  using  the 
safeguard  afforded  by  Mr.  Edwin  May's  patent,  the  sum  of  $900  will 
need  to  be  added,  making  in  all  $13,000. 

From  which,  deducting  $5,000  to  be  received  from  the  insurance, 
leaves  $8,000  unprovided  for. 

Of  this  sum  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  have  this  day 
decided  to  furnish  one-half  ($4,000),  and  this  application  is  made  to 
the  City  Council  for  the  remaining  $4,000,  payable  at  such  periods 
as  will  be  most  advisable  to  effect  the  object  of  a  prompt  rebuilding, 
which  would  be  most  available  in  sums  payable  as  early  as  may  be 
convenient  to  the  city. 

In  part  of  the  proof  of  the  true  economy  of  restoring  the  Home 
to  its  former  usefulness,  we  submit  the  following  statement : 

The  number  of  females  usually  confined  in  the  jail  of  city,  from 
their  vagrant  and  dissolute  habits  of  life,  at  the  time  and  previous 
to  the  establishment  of  the  Home,  was  between  twelve  and  seven- 
teen, an  average  number  of  whom  had  become  almost  regular  prison 
boarders,  at  the  expense  of  the  city.  The  result  of  the  work  of  the 
Home,  under  the  untiring  and  kind,  but  firm,  labors  of  its  excellent 
Superintendent,  Sarah  J.  Smith,  and  its  faithful  Matron,  Susan  L. 
Horney,  has  been  that  the  jail  has  been  at  times  empty  of  such  per- 
sons, and  seldom  ever  five  such  inmates  temporarily  confined. 

In  all,  about  600  persons  have  been  received  and  cared  for  at  the 
Home  since  its  first  opening  in  February,  1868,  of  whom  about  one- 
half  were  transient  females,  often  with  children,  passing  through 
the  city,  in  destitution  and  want. 

Of  the  other  half,  say  300,  those  who  have  been  at  the  Home  as 
long  say  as  six  months,  not  more  than  five  have  been  known  to  have 
returned  to  a  life  of  infamy  ;  the  great  proportion  of  all  having  been 
returned  to  their  relatives,  placed  in  families  of  good  reputation  to 
earn  their  living,  or  have  married.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 
Gentlemen  :  We,  the  undersigned  citizens  and  property  owners 
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along  the  line  of  Louisiana  street,  between  Virginia  avenue  and 
East  street,  also  on  East  street,  between  Virginia  avenue  and 
Georgia  streets,  also  on  New  Jersey  street,  between  Virginia  avenue 
and  South  street,  also  on  Virginia  avenue,  between  Louisiana  street 
and  East  street,  having  learned  that  the  Indianapolis,  Cincinnati  & 
Lafayette  Railroad  Company,  have  petitioned  your  honorable  body 
for  permission  to  remove  the  switch  now  located  west  of  Virginia 
avenue  on  Louisiana  street,  we,  your  petitioners,  would  respectfully 
but  most  earnestly  remonstrate  against  the  granting  of  the  prayer  of 
said  petitioners,  for  the  following  reasons,  to-wit: 

First,  the  removing  of  said  switch  will  not  decrease  the  obstruction 
of  Virginia  avenue,  but  on  the  other  hand  increase  it.  Again,  said 
Railroad  Company  do  now  occupy  said  Louisiana  street  with 
switccing  engines,  twenty  hours  in  twenty-four,  to  the  great  injury 
of  the  property  in  that  locality.  Again,  the  granting  of  said 
petition  will  greatly  decrease  the  already  depreciated  value  of 
property  along  said  street.  We  can  have  no  rest,  day  or  night,  in 
consequence  of  the  rattling  of  trains  and  blowing  of  whistles,  and 
ringing  of  bells.  Now,  gentlemen,  we  claim  the  right  to  the  free 
use  and  enjoyment  of  our  property,  unless  deprived  of  the  same  by 
due  process  of  law,  and  that  we  cannot  be  deprived  of  it  without  a 
consideration.  Again,  said  Railroad  Company  have  the  right  to  the 
use  of  said  street,  for  only  one  track,  according  to  the  terms  of  the 
ordinance  granting  said  Company  the  right  of  way,  passed  April  20, 
1852,  the  first  section  of  said  ordinance  provides  that  said  Company 
shall  lay  but  one  track  in  the  centre  of  said  Louisiana  street  from 
the  eastern  boundary  of  the  city  to  Alabama  street.  Sec.  2  provides 
that  said  Company  shall  procure  a  sufficient  quantity  of  ground  east 
of  East  street,  to  make  said  Louisiana  street  eighty  feet  wide,  and 
shall  proceed  publicly  to  open  and  grade  the  same  eighty  feet  wide, 
and  that  said  street  shall  be  a  public  highway.  Again,  the  ordi- 
nance past  June  15,  1852,  provides  that  said  Company  shall  construct 
and  maintain  all  crossings,  foot-bridges,  gutters,  etc.  Sec.  2  of  said 
ordinance  provides  that  said  Company  shall  gravel  said  street  ten

Gentleman  :  Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was 
referred  sundry  papers,  respectfully  report : 

First.     A  petition  and  remonstrance  was  referred  to  us,  in  regard 
to  vacating   an  alley  on   Bradshaw  street,  running  east   and  west 
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along  the  line  of  lot  No.  51,  out-lot  No.  100.  We  arc  of  the  opinion 
that  the  alley  is  of  general  use  to  the  citizens,  and  should  not  be 
vacated,  and  we  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be 
not  granted. 

Second.  A  remonstrance  was  also  referred  to  us,  against  the 
improvement  of  McCarty  street  and  sidewalks,  from  the  canal  to 
White  river.  We  would  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  remon- 
strants be  granted,  and  the  ordinance  be  stricken  from  the  file. 

Third.  A  remonstrance  was  referred  to  us,  signed  by  A.  E.  Hyde 
and  others,  against  passing  an  ordinance  to  pave  with  brick  the 
Sidewalk  on  Noble  street,  between  Washington  and  Michigan  streets.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemmen:  Mr.  Locke's  motion,  directing  the  Street  Com- 
missioner to  place  guard-posts  about  the  public  gas  lamps  at  the 
corners  of  streets  and  alleys,  having  been  referred  to  me,  with 
instructions  to  report  a  plan  and  the  cost  of  the  same,  I  would  now 
state  : 

That  the  only  feasible  system  of  protection  which  suggests  itself 
to  my  mind,  is  one  that  will  guard  the  lamps  in  three  different 
directions,  viz :  from  any  danger  approaching  them  along  the  lines  of 
the  streets  or  alleys  at  the  corners  of  which  they  are  erected,  as  well 
as  from  any  dangers  at  the  angles  thus  formed. 

The  lamps  are  placed  only  one  foot  inside  the  curbing.  The  angle 
guard,  therefore,  should  be  in  the  curbing  itself,  for  there  is  no  room 
at  that  point  for  the  placing  of  an  independent  guard  post.  I 
would  suggest  that  it  would  be  a  good  idea,  hereafter,  to  cause 
special  angle-curbing  to  be  used  at  those  intersections  of  streets  and 
alleys  where  lamps  are  likely  to  be  erected,  and  that  this  angle-curb- 
ing project  from  one  foot  to  eighteen  inches  above  the  top  line  of  the 
other  curbing,  and  have  its  two  ends  and  outer  edge  beveled  away 
so  as  to  throw  off  the  wheel  of  any  vehicle  approaching  the  lamp  in 
a  diagonal  direction.  The  side  lines  of  this  angle-curbing  should  be 
about  two  feet  each. 

The  guard  posts  suggested  should  be  of  locust  or  cedar,  sufficiently 
high  above  the  surface  of  the  ground  to  catch  the  axle  of  any  vehicle 
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threatening  injury  to  the  lamp,  and  set  in  the  ground  deep  enough 
to  sustain  a  very  heavy  blow.  Probably  five  feet  would  be  length 
enough  for  the  posts,  which  would  allow  of  two  feet  below  and  three 
feet  above  ground.  These  posts  should  be  at  least  five  inches  in  di- 
ameter above  ground,  and  set  not  nearer  than  one  foot  of  the  lamp. 

I  have  made  no  inquiry  as  to  the  cost  of  the  proposed  angle-curb- 
ing, as  I  considered  it  would  be  impracicable  to  attempt  the  carrying 
out  of  any  such  idea  this  season. 

The  wooden  guard  posts,  with  the  labor  of  placing  same  as  sugges- 
ted, cannot  be  estimated  at  less  than  one  dollar  per  pair,  or  lamp. 

As  it  is  now  past  the  middle  of  November,  it  is  scarcely  possible 
that  the  weather  which  is  usual  at  this  season  of  the  year  would  long 
permit  the  work  of  putting  in  any  ground-posts  whatever;  I  would, 
therefore,  recommend  that  the  Councilmen  of  the  different  wards  be 
allowed  to  furnish  lists  of  such  lamps  as  they  may  consider  peculiarly 
liable  to  breakage  by  runaways,  and  that  the  Street  Commissioner 
be  then  authorized  to  protect  the  same,  according  to  the  plans  sug- 
gested, so  far  as  time  and  opportunity  will  permit.

Gentlemen:  Having  considered  the  motion  offered  by  Mr. 
Marsee  on  last  Monday  evening,  directing  the  City  G-as  Inspector 
to  place  a  lamp  post  at  the  corner  of  the  new  Station  House,  we 
would  now  report : 

That  we  find  provisions  have  already  been  made  for  lamps  over 
the  Station  House  door  on  Alabama  street  and  on  Pearl  street,  and 
that  bracket  lamp  of  the  'style  now  used  for  lighting  our  alleys,  if  so 
placed,  would  afford  more  than  double  the  light  of  a  single  post 
lamp  ;  these  bracket  lamps  would  not  be  so  liable  to  breakage  as  a 
post  lamp,  and,  being  connected  with  the  meterin  the  house,  could  be 
lighted  and  burned  without  regard  to  the  time-table  governing  the 
lighting  and  extinguishing  of  public  gas  lamps. 

A  post  lamp,  with  all  its  appurtenances,  would  cost  $30 ;  the  two 
bracket  lamps  would  cost  $15,50,  and  the  expenses  of  putting  them 
in  position,  which,  in  our  judgment,  ought  not  to  be  over  $4,50, 
making  a  total  of  $20. 

We  would,  also,  recommend  that  a  like  bracket  lamp  be  placed 
over  the  door  on  the  east  side  of  the  building,  so  as  to  light  the  yard. 

The  total  expense  of  erecting  these  three  lamps,  we  have  every 
reason  to  believe,  will  not  exceed  $30. 
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Wo  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  these  bracket  lamps  be 
placed  on  the  Station  House,  instead  of  a  post  lamp  at  the  corner  of 
said  building;  and  that  your  gas  officer  be  empowered  to  contract 
for  and  superintend  the  placing  of  the  same.

tor, under  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  $5,  and  not  more  than  $100. 

3.  That  all  drivers  of  vehicles  loaded  with  coal  shall  afford  said 
inspector  or  purchaser  all  needful  facilities  for  weighing  this  said 
driver's  team  and  load  of  coal  under  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  $5, 
and  not  more  than  $100. 

4.  That  all  coal  found  to  weigh  materially  less  than  the  amount 
called  for  on  the  aforesaid  statement,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  city,, 
the  proceeds  of  which  shall  be  credited  to  the  General  Fund,  &c. 

5.  The  inspector  shall  be  by  law  bound  to  weigh  any  load  of  coal, 
vehicle,  &c,  that  any  person  shall  require  to  be  weighed,  under  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  $5,  and  not  more  than  $100.

The  estimates  of  a  competent  mechanical  engineer  of  this  city  are 
herewith  submitted,  as  to  the  comparative  cost  of  the  two  systems 
of  drainage,  and  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  cost  of  a  sewer 
of  brick  and  cement,  of  the  size  of  the  one  now  being  constructed  on 
Kentucky  avenue,  is  $5.93  per  foot,  or  $30,992  per  mile,  greater  than 
the  cost  of  a  sewer  of  similar  size  of  cast  iron  of  the  Freeman  patent. 

Your  committee  would  suggest  that  the  cheapest  and  best  way  of 
introducing  the  system  would  be,  to  make  purchase  of  the  patentee's 
right  for  the  whole  city,  and  then  invite   competition   from  our  own 
mechanics  for  such  work  as  might  be  ordered  from  time  to  time.

The  residue  of  my  estate  which  may  remain  after 
her  decease,  whether  the  same  be  acquired  by  exchange  or  purchase, 
I  bequeath  to  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  to  be  used  in  the  erection  of 
buildings  for  the  use  of  citizens  and  city  authorities,  what  are  com- 
monly termed  "Public  Buildings,"  on  the  west  end  of  the  East  Mar- 
ket House,  fronting  on  Delaware  street,  and  next  north®  of  Market 
street.  And  I  further  direct,  that  there  be  no  unnecessary  delay  in 
converting  the  property  hereby  bequeathed  to  the  uses  designated, 
as  I  do  not  wish  to  endow  the  city  with  a  property  to  be  held  indefi- 
nitely for  rent. 

Item  third.  Should  it  be  that  the  city  provides  their  public  build- 
ings before  this  devise  shall  come  to  it,  I  hereby  authorize  my  be- 
loved wife  to  direct  the  purpose  to  which  the  same  may  be  applied. 

Item  fourth.  I  shall  leave  no  debts  behind  me  of  which  I  shall 
not  leave  ample  evidence,  and  I  protest  against  any  and  all  claims 
that  may  be  preferred  against  my  estate,  of  the  correctness  of  which 
I  do  not  myself  leave  sufficient  testimony. 

Item  fifth.  As  my  beloved  wife  is  my  sole  legatee,  I  nominate 
her  as  executrix  of  this  my  last  will,  requesting  that  no  bond  or  any 
other  form  of  security  be  required  of  her.

Gentlemen: — The  petition  of  Charles  Welling  and  14  others,  ask- 
ing the  extension  westward  of  Vermont  Street  from  the  first  alley 
west  of  Bright  Street  to  the  Donation  line,  having  been  referred  to 
us.  we  have,  after  viewing  the  premises  and  hearing  testimony,  agreed 
on  the  following  report  and  assessment  of  damages  and  benefits: 

The  proposed  extension  will  require  the  condemnation  of  the  fol- 
lowing ground  and  improvements,  a  more  detailed  description  being 
given,  with  the  names  of  the  several  owners,  in  the  schedule  hereinaf- 
ter contained. 

Between  the  first  alley  west  of  Bright  Street,  and  Blake  Street,  the 
proposed  extension  will  take  a  strip  60  feet  wide  by  about  435  feet 
long,  east  and  west,  in  out-lot  No.  151.

Mr.  Thalman  presented  the  following  petition  : 

Indianapolis,  Feb.  6,  1871. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Your  petitioners  would  respectfully  represent  that  heretofore,  to- 
wit:  on  the  11th  day  of  May,  1866,  they  entered  into  a  contract  with 
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bhe  Common  Council  of  tlie  city  of   ['adianapolis  for  grading  ancj 
graveling  North  street,  between  Blackford  and  Minerva  streets,  in 
said  city,  and  were  to  receive  as  compensation  therefor,  for  grading, 
35  cents  per  cubic  yard,  and  for  graveling,  99  cents  per  cubic  yard; 
that  they  proceeded  to,  and  did  perform  the  grading  and  graveling, 
under  and  by  virtue  of  their  said  contract,  in  all  respects  in  accord- 
ance with  the  same,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  City  Engineer;  that 
having  completed  their  work',  on  the  third  day  of  September,  1866, 
the  City  Auditor  reported  a  first  and  final   estimate  allowed  your  pe- 
titioners for  the  work  done  as  above  set  forth,  which  estimate  was  in 
all  respects  in  conformity  with  their  contract;  and  that  on  that  same 
day  the  estimate  referred  to  by  the  City  Auditer  was  adopted  by  the 
City  Council,  twelve  Councilmen  voting  in  the  affirmative,  and  none 
in  the  negative;  that,  acting  upon  this  estimate,  they  proceeded  to 
collect,  and  did  collect  divers  amounts  from  parties  residing  along  the 
line  of  said  North  street,  until  about  the  19th  day  of  November,  1866, 
when  one  William  Johnson.  Sr.,  one  of  the  property  owners  on  said 
North  street,  declined  and  refused  to  pay 'his  assessment;  and  there- 
upon, on  the  19th  of  November,  1866,  they  filed   in  the  office  of  the 
City  Clerk  the  affidavit  of  Kobert  EL  Patterson,  in  accordance  with 
the  statute  governing  such  cases,  setting  forth  the  facts  that  William 
Johnson,  Sr.,  had  refused,  for   more  than   twenty  days,  to  pay  the 
amount  assessed  against  him,  viz:  $156.84,  and  the  other  facts  neces- 
sary to  be  set  forth  in  such  affidavit;  whereby  it  became  the  duty  of 
the  Council  to  cause  a  precept  to  issue  for  the  collection  of  such  as- 
sessment: yet  they  say  that  the  Council,  wholly  disregarding  their 
duty,  refused  to  cause  such  precept  to  issue,  but,  by  a  vote,  laid  the 
affidavit  on  the  table,  where,  your  petitiners  aver,  that  it  is  still  pa- 
tiently lying  awaiting  the  action  of  the  Council.     They  further  show 
that  thereafter,   to-wit:    on   the   26th   da}^  of  November,   1866.   said 
William  Johnson,  together  with  six  other  property  holders  on  said 
North  street,  petitioned  the  members  of  the  Council  to  change  the 
estimate  theretofore  made,  alleging  that  a  mistake  was  made  in  ap- 
proving said  estimate,  for  the  reason  that  the  Engineer,  in  making 
the  estimate  for  grading,  had  allowed  for  both  cut  and  fill,  when  it 
was  the  custom  to  allow  for  only  the  one;  that  said  report  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  said  Council,  who,  on  the  7th 
day  of  January,  1867,  reported  in  favor  of  rescinding  the  original 
estimate,  and  approving  a  new  estimate  made  by  the  City  Engineer, 
whereby  your  petitioners  were  to  receive  pay  for  only  a  portion  of 
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the  work  done,  and  by  which  report  their  estimate  was  reduced  from 
$3,504.14  to  $2,733.21.  They  say  that  the  report  of  the  Judiciary 
Committee  recommending  such  change  was  not  upon  the  theory  that 
such  change  was  legal  or  just,  but  solely  for  the  purpose  of  prevent- 
ing a  large  number  of  costs  from  being  made  against  the  city.  They 
also  show  that  thereafter,  to-wit:  on  the  25th  day  of  January,  1867, 
they  caused  a  complaint  to  be  tiled  in  the  Marion  Court  of  Common 
*  Pleas,  praying  that  a  writ  of  mandamus  issue  ordering  the  Common 

Council  to  restore  the  original  estimate  and  issue  precepts  against  the 
parties  refusing  to   pay  the   amounts  assessed   against  them  on   the 

original  estimate;  and  that  the  case  came  on  for  trial  on  the day 

of ,  1868,  and  was  decided  in  favor  of  your   petitioners;    from 

which  decision  the  city  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court,  where  the 
cause  was  reversed,  solely  on  the  ground  that  the  complaint  did  not 
allege  that  an  affidavit  had  not  been  tiled  in  the  Clerks  office,  as  re- 
quired by  law.  Judge  Frazer,  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  court, 
says :  .  # 

••If  it  be  a  sound  proposition  that  the  power  of  the  Council  over 
the  estimate  was  exhausted  when  it  had  first  approved  it  and  directed 
its  payment,  then  its  subsequent  action  in  rescinding  that  approval 
was  void  and  of  no  effect  whatever  in  law,  being  an  act  which  the 
Council  had  no  jurisdiction  to  perform.  This  is  the  ground  main- 
tained in  argument  by  the  appellee,  and  to  two  members  of  the  court, 
as  at  present  advised,  it  seems  to  be  correct.  But  in  that  view  the 
approval  of  the  first  estimate  still  stands,  and  the  only  relief  which 
the  plaintiff  can  obtain  by  mandate  is  to  compel  the  Council  to  issue 
a  precept  upon  that  estimate.  Such  precept,  however,  can  not  issue 
until  the  affidavit  required  by  statute  shall  have  been  filed.  The 
complaint,  however,  does  not  allege  that  such  affidavit  has  been  filed, 
and  consequently  it  makes  no  case  for  a  mandate." 

Your  petitioners  allege  that  such  affidavit  was  duly  filed  as  herein- 
before set  forth,  but  by  action  of  the  Council  was  laid  on  the  table. 
They  say  that  in  accordance  with  said  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
the  cause  was  remanded  to  the  Marion  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  a 
new  trial,  with  leave  given  to  your  petitioners  to  amend  their  said 
complaint,  and  that  their  cause  will  have  to  await  the  lingering  pro- 
cess of  a  trial  which,  in  the  present  condition  of  the  docket  of  the 
Common  Pleas  Court,  will  not  be  reached  for  a  long  time,  unless  your 
honorable  body  will  grant  them  the  relief  they  ask.     They  respect- 
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fully  represent   that  they  are  entitled  to  thai   relief  for  the  following 
reasons,  to-wi1 : 
The  Common  Council  having  adopted  the  firsl   estimate,  had   no 

right  to  rescind  i(  or  adopt  a  new  one,  because — 

1.  The  Council  is  a  creature  of  the  statute,  and  as  sUch  its  powers 
are  limited  exclusively  to  the  powers  granted  by  the  statute.  Jl  has  no 

implied  powers.  The  statute  says  it  shall  make  the  estimate,  and  do 
where  gives  it  the  right  or  the  power  to  rescind  or  make  another  or 
different  estimate.  Any  attempt  to  do  this  is  beyond  its  jurisdiction 
and  void.  The  Council  have  no  power  to  make  this  or.any  estimate 
except  as  given  by  the  statute,  and  they  can  only  do  what  the  statute 
authorizes,  and  the  statute  only  mentions  one  estimate. 

2.  The  approval  of  the  first  estimate,  in  and  of  itself,  vested  a  right 
in  your  petitioners  which  it  was  incompetent  for  the  Council  or  any 
other  body  to  divert  except  by  due  process  of  law.  The  statute  pro- 
vides that  after  work  is  done  an  estimate  shall  be  made,  u  which  esti- 
mate shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  ground  upon  which  they  are  assessed 
to  the  same  extent  that  taxes  are  a  lien,  and  shall  have  the  same  pre- 
ference over  other  demands."  This  lien  is  in  favor  of  your  petitioners 
in  this  instance,  and  vests  immediately  upon  the  approval,  of  the  esti- 
mate, and  the  statute  creating  the  Council  and  denning  its  powers  no 
where  gives  it  the  right  to  pass  judgment  upon  the  vested  rights  ot 
any  citizen. 

3.  And  as  to  the  last  the  approval  of  the  estimate  must  be  looked 
upon  as  in  the  nature  of  a  contract  entered  into  and  acted  upon  by 
the  Council,  acting  for  the  property  holder,  and  the  contractor  —  in 
this  case  your  petitioner.  The  contract  was  made  by  the  approval 
of  the  first  estimate,  and  the  Council  has  no  more  power  than  any 
other  party  to  rescind  or  impair  the  obligation  of  a  contract:  it  re- 
quires as  many  parties  to  dissolve  a  contract  once  entered  into  as  it 
does  to  enter  into  it.  and  your  petitioners  were  all  the  while  vehe- 
mently protesting  against  the  right  or  the  justice  of  rescinding  the 
original  estimate.  '  . 

Your  petitioners  further  represent  that  the  only  reason  why  the 
first  contract  should  be  rescinded  was  that  there  was  a  pretended  mis- 
take in  the  first  estimate.  The  alleged  mistake  consisted  in  this: 
that,  while  the  contract  made  says  that  the  contractors  shall  receive 
pay  for  grading,  which  includes  both  cut  and  fill,  there  was  a  con- 
trolling custom  among  contractors  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  whereby 
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they  wore  only  entitled  to  receive  pay  for  one — whichever  was  the 
larger.  On  the  trial  of  the  cause  in  court,  out  of  five  witnesses  who 
had  been  City  Engineers,  only  two  affirmed  the  existence  of  any  such 
custom.  The  other  three  denied  its  existence.  The  jury,  after  find- 
ing tor  the  plaintiffs,  found  specially  that  there  was  no  such  custom 
as  was  set  up  and  relied  upon  by  defendants  as  their  defense. 

Your  petitioners  also  show  that  when  they  made  their  bids  they 
knew  of  no  such  custom,  and  did  not  contract  with  reference  to  it, 
but  expected  to  get  pay  for  what  their  contract  called  for,  viz:  the 
grading  —  the  whole  amount  of  work  done  under  the  contract — and 
thai  they  would  not  have  taken  the  contract  at  that  price  if  they  had 
thought  they  were  to  receive  pay  for  only  one-half  of  the  work  to  be 
done. 

They  further  represent  that  the  work  was  done  during  the  summer 
of  186b\  and  that  they  have  not  received  their,  pay,  and  will  be  kept 
out  of  it  for  a  long  time  yet  if  they  shall  receive  no  relief  at  your 
hands. 

They  also  show  that  as  the  matter  now  stands,  whatever  costs  may 
be  adjudged  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  will  be  against  the  city,  and  that 
the  City  Attorney  is  attending  to  the  case  against  them,  and  must  be 
paid  therefor  out  of  the  city  treasury. 

The}' further  show  that  the  city  has  no  interest  in  the  matter  what- 
ever except  to  pay  said  costs  and  attorney's  fees. 

Your  petitioners  therefore  ask  that  your  honorable  body  will  make 
inquiry  touching  the  matters  alleged  in  this  petition,  and  if  they  be 
true,  as  your  petitioners  allege  they  are,  that  a  precept  shall  issue 
according  to  law  on  the  first  estimate,  as  asked  in  the  affidavit  here- 
tofore filed  by  Eobert  IT.  Patterson,  and  for  such  other  relief  as  may 
seem  proper  to  your  honorable  body. 

And  your  petitioners  will  ever  pray,  &c.

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  General  Ordinance  No. 
3,  concerning  the  further  prevention  of  fires  and  the  storage  of  oils, 
would  respectfully  report  that  a  general  ordinance  on  this  subject  is 
demanded  by  the  public  as  a  protection  both  to  life  and  property. 
Your  committee  have  framed  a  substitute  for  the  ordinance  referred 
to  them,  which  they  beg  leave  to  submit  as  an  amendment,  and  to 
recommend  that  it  be  passed  by  the  Council  at  once. 

Your  committee  have  not  overlooked  the  fact  that  there  is  a  great 
growing  mercantile  interest  to  be  affected  by  too  stringent  regulation 
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on  this  subject.  They  believe,  however,  that  the  ordinance  herewith 
reported,  while  it  affords  protection  bo  the  public  from  the  carelesR 
handling  of  oils,  makes  no  unreasonable  dematjds  from  those  of  our 
citizens  Interested  in  the  trade,  and  if  rigidly  enforced,  will  rather 
increase  than  petard  the  business.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Conned  of  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis. That  it  shall  he  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
keep,  or  knowingly  sutler  to  he  kept,  upon  sale  or  store,  is  any  place 
or  building  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city,  any  crude  petro- 
leum, earth  or  rock  oil,  or  any  of  its  products,  except  under  the 
following  provisions : 

1.  Grude  petroleum,  earth  or  rock  oil,  or  any  of  its  products,  may 
be  stored  in  detached  and  properly  ventilated  warehouses,  the  outer 
walls  of  which  shall  be  stone,  brick  or  iron,  specially  adapted  for  the 
purpose  by  having  raised  sills  at  least  two  feet  high,  or  the  ground 
floor  of  which  shall  he  at  least  two  feet  helow  the  level  of  the  street 
or  adjoining  yard,  or  so  constructed  as  to  actually  prevent  the  over- 
flow of  such  substances  beyond  the  premises  where  the  same  may  he 
kept  or  stored  :  which  said  warehouses  shall  not  be  occupied  in  any 
part  as  a  dwelling — and  if  less  than  fifty  feet  from  any  adjacent 
dwelling,  the  same  must  he  separated  by  a  brick  or  stone  wall  at 
least  ten  feet  in  height  and  sixteen  inches  thick,  constructed  in  such 
manner  as  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  may  pre- 
scribe. 

2.  No  refined  petroleum,  kerosene,  earth  or  rock  oil  shall  be  kept 
upon  sale  or  stored  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  the  lire- 
test  of  which  shall  he  less  than  one  hundred  and  ten  degrees  Fahren- 
heit ;  said  test  to  he  determined  by  authorized  inspectors,  using  the 
most  improved  instruments,  the  barrels  or  packages  containing  the 
same  to  be  legibly  stamped  or  marked  with  such  inspector's  stamp 
or  mark. 
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3.  No  refined  petroleum,  kerosene,  earth  or  rock  oil,  when  stored 
above  the  cellar  or  basement  of  any  building,  and  in  barrels  of  not 
over  forty-five  gallons  each,  or  in  metalic  vessels  or  tanks,  shall  ex- 
ceed in  the  whole  quantity  the  contents  of  rive  of  said  barrels,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  whole  quantity  of  said  refined  oils  that  may 
he  so  kept  or  stored  over  night,  shall  not  exceed  the  contents  of  two 
of  said  barrels,  unless  stored  in  the  manner  provided  for  storing 
crude  petroleum  ;  and  when  stored  in  cellars  or  basements,  such  cel- 
lars or  basements  shall  be  surrounded  by  walls  of  brick  or  stone,  and 
at  least  two  feet  below  the  level  or  grade  of  the  sidewalk,"  street  or 
land  adjacent,  and  the  whole  quantity  which  may  be  stored  therein 
shall  not  exceed  the  contents  of  twenty  barrels,  unless  stored  in 
warehouses  specially  adapted  for  that  purpose,  as  required  for  the 
storage  of  crude  petroleum  under  this  section  ;  provided,  also,  that 
no  quantity  of  said  oils  greater  than  one  barrel  shall  be  stored  or 
kept  in  any  building  occupied  in  any  part  thereof  as  a.  dwelling. 

4.  No  benzine,  benzole,  gasoline,  naptha,  eaniphene,  burning  fluid, 
turpentine  or  varnish  shall  be  kept  or  stored  on  or  above 'the  first 
story  or  floor  of  any  building  exceeding  in  the  whole  quantity  the 
contents  of  two  barrels,  nor  more  in  quantity  than  the  contents  ol 
five  barrels  in  the  whole,  when  stored  below  the  first  floor,  unless 
kept  in  the  manner  provided  for  storing  crude  petroleum  ;  nor  shall 
more  than  one  barrel  in  quantity  of  said  last  above  named  articles 
lie   kept  in  any  building   occupied  in  any  part  thereof  as  a  dwelling. 

5.  In  no  case  shall  any  of  the  articles  mimed  in  this  section  be  al- 
lowed to  remain  on  the  sidewalk  beyond  the  front  line  of  any  build- 
ing, or  in  or  upon  the  streets  or  alleys  of  the  city,  or  at  railroad 
stations  or  depots  a  longer  time  than  is  actually  necessary  for  the 
storage,  removal  or  transportation  of  the  same. 

The  City  Marshal  and  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  or  either  of  them,  are 
hereby  authorized  to  search  any  building  in  which  there  shall  be 
cause  to  suspect  the  keeping  of  any  of  such  oils  in  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  in  case  of  the  discovery  of  any 
such  oils  therein  in  quantities  greater  than  by  this  section  allowed, 
or  that  the  same  is  kept  for  sale  or  stored  in  violation  of  the  provis- 
ions of  this  section,  such  oils  shall  be  seized  by  such  officers,  or 
either  of  them,  and  removed  to  some  safe  place ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  officers  or  officer  to  prosecute  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the 
building  before  the  Mayor,  and  in  addition  to  the  penalty  required  to 
be  inflicted  in  case  of  conviction,  he  or  they  shall  be  adjudged  to  pay 
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the  cost  of  removing  such  oils.  Any  person,  persons  or  corporation 
tor  the  violation  of  or  non -compliance  with  any  of  the  several  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  shall,  on  conviction  before  the  Mayor.

G-entlemen — The  petition  of  Hiram  Seibert,  asking  that  Greer 
Street  be  opened  to  the  width  of  fifty-five  feet,  north  from  its  pres- 
ent northern  terminus,  to  Stevens  Street,  having  been  referred  to  us, 
we  have  reviewed  the  premises,  and  after  considering  the  matter 
would  report : 

That  the  opening  of  said  street  as  desired,  would  be  very  advanta- 
geous to  the  property  in  that  neighborhood,  and  that  the  benefits 
would  equal  the  damages  for  the  property  to  be  taken.  We  there- 
fore recommend  that  Greer  street  be  opened  fifty -five  feet  wide,  north 
to  Stevens  street,  the  cast  line  of  the  street  so  opened  as  to  be  on  a 
direct  line  with  the  present  eastern  line  of  said  Greer  street.

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REPORTS    OF    OFFICERS. 

The  City  Forester  presented  the  following: 

Indianapolis,  March  20,  1871. 

To  ihe  Mayor  and  Common  Council   of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen — I  have  examined  the  most  of  the  shade  trees  planted 
by  order  of  the  Council,  and  find  very  few  that  are  fit  for  the  pur- 
pose. They  are  generally  too  small.  Those  of  sufficient  growth 
are  brought  in  with  nearly  all  the  top  trimmed  away — little, 
indeed,  but  a  straight  pole.  Of  those  I  have  had  an  opportunity  to 
examine  before  the  planting,  I  discovered  nearly  all  deficient  in 
roots.  They  may  sprout  for  awhile  in  the  spring,  but  I  think  they 
cannot  endure  the  heats  of  summer.  To  this  remark  I  have  hardly 
found  a  single  exception.  These  trees  may  be  as  carefully  chosen 
and  well  planted  as  the  contracts  for  them  require,  for  on  this  point 
I  am  not  informed.  I  do  say,  however,  if  that  is  the  case,  the  prop- 
erty holders  must  suffer  great  injustice  from  the  careless  action  of  the 
Council.  The  plan  of  securing  shade  trees  by  ordinance  meets  with 
general  approval.  If  wisely  executed,  it  will  beautify  our  streets 
and  increase  the  value  of  every  foot  of  town  property,  besides  pro- 
moting the  health  and  comfort  of  our  population. 

In  undertaking  this  function  the  Council  puts  its  hand  into  our 
pockets  and  takes  the  money  to  pay  for  this  work.  This  is  right ; 
but  the  Council  owes  it  to  the  public,  and  doubly  owes  it  to  those 
who  feel  severely  the  weight  of  taxation,  that  the  work  of  planting 
need  to  be  done  but  once.  The  tax-payer  should  be  secure  in  a 
sound,  thrifty,  well-grown  tree,  with  ample  top  and  root,  thoroughly 
planted,  and  then  he  will  feel  that  his  money  is  not  thrown  away. 

Steps  should  be  taken  to  have  the  property-holders  water  the  trees 
pretty  thoroughly  during  the  dry  season  of  the  first  summer. 

As  a  sample  for  selection,  I  think  the  Council  can  hardly  do  better 
than  to  adopt  such  trees  as  were  planted  by  their  order  in  the  Circle 
during  last  fall,  they  are  of  the  best  size,  having  fine  tops. 

The  difficulty  in  getting  trees  furnished  with  sufficient  top  is  that 
it  is  possible  to  load  up  and  haul  a  greater  number  upon  a  wagon 
after  they  are  cut  down  to  the  form, of  poles.  It  is  plain  enough,  as 
the  tree  derives  its  food  from  the  air,  as  well  as  from  the  earth,  that 
the  top  is  nearly  as  important  to  its  growth  as  the  roots. 
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The  practice  of  cutting  away  the  branches  so  as  to  load  up  a  con- 
venient load  of  polos  retards  the  growth  of  the  tree,  I  think,  fully 
three  years. 

I  had  a  talk  with  an  old  colored  man,  who  tells  me  he  has  one  of 
the  contracts  for  furnishing  trees,  lie  showed  mo  many  of  those  he 
had  planted.  To  my  question  where  he  had  got  them,  he  answered 
that  they  had  been  brought  some  eight  or  ten  miles  to  town  by  a 
farmer.  How  long  they  had  been  out  of  the  ground  no  one  knew 
hut  the  man  who  sold  (hem  to  this  contractor.  lie  knew  nothing  of 
it,  and  betrayed  a  great  ignorance  on  the  subject,  that  proved  he  was 
utterly  unfit  either  to  select  a  tree  or  to  plant  it  when  selected.  He 
was  barely  qualified  to  give  a  tree  that  nature  meant  to  grow  too 
good  opportunities  to  die.  J  learned  from  the  same  person  that  his 
contract  Avas  to  plant  and  box  trees  at  $1.45  each,  and  this  item 
proves  how  worthless  must  be  a  great  deal  of  this  work. 

A  good  fresh  tree  tit  to  plant  is  well  worth  a  dollar ;  the  boxing 
and  setting  is  worth  a  dollar  and  a  half,  making  the  total  amount 
two  dollars  and  a  half.  The  man  wrho  undertakes  for  less  will  save 
himself  by  botching  his  job.  _  My  belief  is  that  the  recent  plantings 
arc  worthless,  or  nearly  so.  Of  course,  if  Council  has  done  upon  the 
citizen's  lot  a  work  that  has  no  earthly  value,  no  effort  should  be 
made,  and,  for  honesty's  sake,  I  shall  hope  none  will  be  made,  to 
levy  or  assess  a  tax  for  it.  Of  those  planted,  some  may  struggle  on 
in  a  sickly  life  in  spite  of  the  want  of  roots  and  tops  ;  eight  or  ten 
years  must  pass  before  they  can  afford  a  shade.  It  will  certainly 
turn  out  that  the  pretended  execution  of  these  contracts  is  a  discredit 
to  the  Council  and  a  source  of  incessant  and  very  just  complaint  on 
the  part  of  those  who  see  their  property  disfigured — complaints  that 
will  be  bitter  enough  if  taxes  are  demanded  for  setting  out  "  bare 
poles."

New  York  and  Vermont  streets  :"  for  the  reasons,  viz  : 

The  street  does  not  at  present  require  the  proposed  improvement. 
It  is  in  much  better  condition  than  many  others  in  that  district.  The 
proposed  improvement  is  not  desired  by  a  majority  in  interest  of  the 
property-holders.  On  the  other  hand,  he  is  informed  that  a  remon- 
strance has  been  signed  by  the  majority  of  said  holders,  remonstrat- 
ing against  said  improvement,  and  will  be  presented  to  your  honors 
without  delay.

also  that  an  ordinance  be  introduced  to  grade  and  gravel  the  whole 
of  said  street  from  Washington  street  to  the  Michigan  road. 

Second,  That  South  Arsenal  avenue  from  Blake  alley  to  the  Mich- 
igan road  be  opened,  and  that  the  Clerk  notify  the  City  Commis- 
sioners to  appraise  benefits  and  damages,  also  that  an  ordinance  be 
introduced  to  grade  and  gravel  the  same  from  Washington  street  to 
the  Michigan  road. 

Third.  That  Market  street  be  opened  from  North  Arsenal  avenue 
to  the  Corporation  Line,  and  that  the  Clerk  notify  the  City  Commis- 
sioners to  appraise  benefits  and  damages;  would  recommend  against 
introducing  an  ordinance  to  grade  and  gravel  the  same  at  this  time.

Fourth,  That  the  north  sidewalk  on  Washington  street  from  Ar- 
senal avenue  to  the  Corporation  Lino  bo  not  graded  and  paved  at 
this  time.  If  it  is  the  desire  of  the  property  holders  in  that  vicinity 
to  make  such  an  improvement,  an  ordinance  should  be  passed  to 
pave  and  grade  several  squares  further  west  at  the  same  time. 

4.  A  petition  was  also  referred  to  us  signed  by  Frank  Boyd 
and  others  asking  that  they  be  paid  for  certain  bowlders  that  were 
carted  away  by  the  Street  Commissioner  from  Pearl  street,  that  had. 
by  them  been  taken  up  and  a  brick  sidewalk  put  down  instead,  we 
would  recommend  that  the  street  Commissioner  make  an  estimate 
of  the  value  of  the  bowlders  used  by  the  city,  that  belonged  to  said 
parties,  and  they  be  paid  for  the  same. 

5.  A  motion  was  referred  to  us  that  the  Street  Commissioner 
be  instructed  to  buikl  a  suitable  bridge  or  culvert  over  the  water- 
way on  ITyland  street.  We  would  recommend  against  having  this 
work  done,  until  said  street  be  graded  between  Washington  and 
Market  streets. 

G.  A  petition  was  also  referred  to  us,  signed  by  Michael  N.  Sulli- 
van, representing  that  in  1868  the  City  Commissioners  were  directed 
by  the  City  Council  to  appraise  damages  and  benefits  in  widening  a. 
certain  alley  in  Isaac  Coe's  subdivision,  out-lot  No.  91,  to  be  called 
Dillon  street,  and  that  the  said  widening  had  not  been  made  at  the 
time ;  but  by  a  recent  order  of  the  City  Council  is  now  shortly  to  be 
made.  He  further  represents  that  the  damages  allowed  him  was  en- 
tirety too  little,  and  prays  that  an  extra  allowance  be  given  him  for 
his  ground  appropriated  for  said  street  purpose. 

We  have  examined  into  the  merits  of  the  case,  and  find  that  the 
Commissioners,  in  18G8,  made  an  appraisement  of  damages  and  bene- 
fits, and  reported  in  favor  of  opening  said  street;  which  report  was 
adopted  by  the  City  Council.  The  whole  having  been  done  in  a  legal 
way,  and  as  the  usual  custom  of  opening  or  widening  streets,  we  do 
not  think  the  Council  has  any  further  jurisdiction  in  the  matter.

We 
also  find  that  so  much  of  said  street  as  is  free  from  railroad  tracks  is 
now  in  good  passable  condition  for  vehicles.  We  therefore  reom- 
niend  that  the  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table.

Indianapolis,  March  27,  1871. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen — At  a  meeting  of  your  honorable  body,  held  on  the 
13th  day  of  March,  1871,  the  Street  Commissioner  was  instructed  to 
build  a  pen  for  the  City  Marshal  to  impound  the  hogs  in  that  are  run- 
ning at  large.  For  that  purpose.  I  have  built  a  temporary  pen  in 
the  West  Market  square.  But,  If  it  is  the  desire  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil to  make  and  keep  a  permanent  pound,  which  is  necessary  under 
the  present  law,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  lot  known  as 
the  City  Park,  located  in  the  center  of  square  54,  between  Noble  and 
Liberty,  and   Vermont  and  Lockerby  streets  be  permanently  fenced 
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and  kept  for  all  pound  purposes,  if  it  can  be  put  to  such  use  without 
invalidating  the  city's  title  to  it.  The  lot  is  well  located  for  such  a 
purpose,  being  so  situated  that  it  would  not  annoy  the  people  oi  the 
neighborhood. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  some  means  be  taken  to  compel  the 
water  works  company,  or  their  contractor  for  laying  the  water 
mains,  to  tix  up  the  streets  after  they  have  laid  the  pipes,  or*  that 
it  be  done  for  them.  I  was  instructed  to  repair  some  of  the  streets 
they  had  left  last  winter,  but  as  the  weather  was  not  n't  for  such 
work,  it  was  not  done.  And  now.  under  the  present  ordinance  ap- 
propriating money  for  the  repair  of  streets.  I  cannot  do  this  work, 
unless  Councilmen  will  consent  to  have  it  done  out  of  the  ward  funds, 
as  there  is  no  miscellaneous  fund.  And  something  should  be  done. 
for  there  are  a  number  of  streets  in  a  very  bad  condition.  1  will 
name  a  few  of  them.  There  is  two  squares  on  West  Pearl  street ; 
three  squares  on  West  Maryland  street;  eight  squares  on  East  and 
West  Market  street :  four  squares  on  East  and  West  Ohio  street  ; 
three  squares  on  North  ami  South  West  street;  seven  squares  on 
North  and  South  Mississippi  street:  one  square  on  South  Tennessee 
street  ;  two  squares  on  North  Illinois  street  ;  three  squares  on  North 
Meridian  street;  one  square  on  North  Pennsylvania  street;  three 
squares  on  North  Alabama  street;  three  squares  on  North  New 
Jersey  street  :  six  squares  on  North  East  street. 

Beside  the  above  there  are  a  number  of  street  crossings  that  have 
been  left  in  a  very  bad  condition.  Yet  it  seems  that  the  contractor 
cannot  be  induced  by  any  argument  or  appliance  that  w7e  have  been 
able  to  bring  to  bear  on  him,  so  far.  to  leave  the  streets  in  any  better 
repair  than  heretofore.  Notwithstanding  we  have  plead  with  him. 
and  have  served  numerous  notices  on  him,  and  finally  have  tried  to 
bring  the  law  to  bear  upon  him.  having  filed  against  him  five  different 
times  for  non-compliance  with  the  law  which  is  intended  to  apply  to 
such  cases,  still  he  goes  on  and  is  now  opening  some  of  our  principal 
streets,  and  is  doing  the  work  in  the  same  loose  manner  as  hereto- 
fore. It  seems,  therefore,  that  the  penalties  of  our  present  law  are 
inadequate  to  compel  obedience  to  it.  I  would  therefore  recommend 
that  the  accompanying  ordinance  be  passed.

Louisiana  street,  between  Illinois  street  and  Tennessee  street,  and 
for  curbing  with  Flat  Eock  stone  the  sidewalks  of  said  street,"  have 
considered  the  subject,  as  well  as  examined  the  street  it  is  proposed 
to  bowlder,  and  report  that  by  an  order  of  the  City  Council  passed 
July  2,  1849,  it  was  ordered  that  permission  be  and  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  Terre  Haute  and  Eichmond  Eailroad  Company  to  use  and 
occupy  so  much  of  the  south  side  of  Louisiana  street,  clear  of  the 
sidewalks,  not  exceeding  one-half,  as  may  be  necessary  for  their 
track,  &c.  That  the  Eailroad  Company  should  grade  and  gravel  one 
foot  deep  the  whole  of  said  street,  so  far  in  length  as  it  may  be  occu- 
pied by  them,  &c.  There  are  other  conditions  annexed  to  the  above, 
which  it  is  not  necessary  to  mention. 

Almost  ever  since  said  grant,  the  said  Eailroad  Company  has  oc- 
cupied the  south  half  of  Louisiana  street,  between  Illinois  and  Ten- 
nessee streets  with  their  tracks,  and  now  occupy  the  same. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  to  grade  and  bowlder  that  portion  of 
the  street  so  occupied  by  the  Eailroad  is  without  the  power  of  the 
Council,  and  if  the  Council  had  the  power  to  do  so,  it  would  be  of  no 
benefit  whatever,  unless  the  Eailroad  tracks  were  removed. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  above  referred  to,  we 
report  the  accompanying  ordinance  as  a  substitute  for  the  original 
ordinance,  and  recommend  that  it  pass.
